THE CONSEQUENCE OF OWNING A BIG 
CORNER PRIVILEGE — THE  DISs- 

CHARGE OF CONRAD. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Vice President Mor- 
ton has become a licensed liquor dealer at the 
capital. For many months he has been person- 
ally watching the progress toward completion 
of a large and handsome hotel building on the 
lot at the corner.of H and Fifteenth streets, on 
the ground formerly occupied by the house 
which Mr. Morton occupied when he was a Rep- 
resentative in Congress. This building, of the 
best style of modern architecture in design 
and of the best materials, is the most conspicu- 
ous, as it is the largest, of the apartment houses 
in Washington. It has already been partly 
occupied by the impatient guests who had 
made arrangements with Landlord Morton to 
be entertained by himj during the coming Win- 
ter. 

Before getting under full headway, however, 
it was absolutely necessary for Vice President 
and Lan¢lord Morton to apply to the authori- 
ties. Itis not expected that the guests of the 
house shali confine themselves to Potomac 
water to slake their thirst. If they think that 
they need anything better to drink, it can only 
be had by complying with the license law of the 
District of Columbia. So to-day, in order to be 
able to make his guests perfeotiy comfortable, 
Landlord and Vice President Morton secured 
trom the District Government a license by 
which he is authorized to deal in wine 
and spirituous liquors at the Shoreham, at the 
corner of Fifteenth and H streets. 

In order to get this ‘corner’ privilege Land- 
lord Morton was compelled to have backing. 
The law requires that an application for alicense 
to sell spirituous liquors shall be sustained by a 
certain proportion of the owners, in value, of 
the property on a block. Landlord Morton eas- 
ily secured as his backer Mr. John R. McLean, 
whose elegant mansion, formerly the residence 
ot Hamilton Fish, occupies the north end of the 
block upon which the Shoreham is built. The 
neighborhood is@ very nice one. The hotel is 
extremely attractive. Wormley’s Hotel is im- 
mediately opposite, andit has a bar, but it can 
be easily imagined that Landlord Morton would 
not compel his guests to cross the street or go 
ablock away to the Arlington or Chamberlin’s 
to gratify a taste for good liquors. 





The Interior Department appears to be ina 
fair way to give the prosecution of the Benson 
syndicate frauds a ‘‘black eye” with all the 


aspect of virtuous intention. An overzealous 
man, admittedly the most useful employe the 
Government has had upon the special service 
of the Land Office in these cases, has been 
forced out of the service at a time and in a way 
that will probably render him useless as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution at the same time that 
his dismissal will open the way for the aban- 
donment, a8 useless, of the attempt to bring a 
gang of plunderers to justice. 

Charles F. Conrad, a special agent of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, has been aropped from the 
Government service for the thira time since the 
@fiveut of the present Administration, Mr. 
Conrad does not like the way he has been treat- 
ed, and he attributes his removal to the in- 
finence of powerful politicians, whose alleged 
schemes to rob the public Treasury he has been 
engaged in exposing. Conrad’s work has been 
te obtain information about the Benson syndi- 
cate land-aurvey frauds, by which John A. 
Benson and a number of confederates in and 
out of the Government service are accused of 
obtaining many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to which they were not entitled. The ex- 
special agent asserts that such prominent per- 
s0n8 as Senators Stanford, Jones of Nevada, 
and Stewart, and the officers of the Bank of 
Nevada and the Southern Pacific Railroad are 
mixed up in the frauds, and that Secretary 
Noble dismissed him at their demand, and just 
on the eve of the trial of a lot of conspirators. 

Secretary Noble had his attention directed to 
Conrad’s story to-day, and, after carefully look- 
lng Over the charges made by the ex-agent, he 
concluded to give his reasons for Conrad’s re- 
moval. The'man entered the service, Mr. 
Noble said, in January, 1887, when he was ap- 
pointed aspecial agent to examine surveys in 
the tield. e@ was sent to San Francisco and 
detailed to investigate the Benson syndicate 
frauds. He did good service, and the result 
was the indictment of several persons for their 
part inthe frauds. When the presept Adminis- 
tration came in, charges, both oral and in 
writing, were laid before Secretary Noble, 
to the effect that Conrad was not a reliable 
man; that he did not tell the truth about Gov- 
ernment officers and other persons, and that he 
was a sianderer of individuais. The charges 
came from many sources and from persons 
whose statements were entitled to considera- 
tion. While reports of this kind were being 
constantly made to the Secretary, the appro- 
priation for special agents of the class to which 
Conrad was assigned became exhausted, and, 
April 10, Mr. Noble dropped Conrad from the 
roil 

It was the intention of the Secretary to let 
him stay out of the service. Conrad, however, 
came on to Washington and called on Mr. 
Noble. He represented that he was a most im- 
portant witness in the Benson ‘rauds case, 
which was just coming to trial, 22d that it 
would be very unfortunate for the Government 
to dispense with bis services just then. Conrad 
convinced the Secretary that it would be a good 
thing to retain him, and he was restored to the 
service, this time as a special agent for the 
pxamination of fraudulent lana entries, to 
pay whom there were available funds 
on hand. He was sent back to San 
Francisco, the Seoretary supposing § that 
the Benson case would be quickly taken up by 
the courts. All the while there was an outcry 
against Conrad, and finally Secretary Noble 
receivea a telegram signed bg Racers Stan- 
ford, Stewart, and Jones, and Representatives 
Felton, Morrow, and Clunie, demanding the 
agent’s removal on the ground that he was 
thoroughly unfit for the position. Instead of 
dismissing Conrad, the Secretary sent a tele- 
gram to Acting Land Commiesioner Stone fora 
report, and Mr. Stone replied in effect that 
Conrad had shown great zeal in securing evi- 
dence upon Which Benson and others had been 
indicted, and had contributed in a marked de- 
Lived toward bringing the indicted parties to 
trial. 

Mr. Noble gave his correspondents to under- 
stand that he proposed to retain Conrad. Then 
he received a letter from Representative Van- 
dever of California, who was his comrade at 
the battle of Pea Ridge, and whom he had 
known long and intimately. Mr. Vandever 
wrote that VGonrad was going about his district, 
accusing him of having sold out to the land 
grabbers, and declaring that he had cheated a 
Government employe named Budlong. After 
this Mr. Noble again dispensed with Conrad’s 
services. In August Conrad appeared at the 
Interior Department, told Mr. Noble that the 
Benson case was about to be tried and begged 
to be sent baek. The Secretary replied that he 
had lost confidence in the agent, but would 
yond him back for the sole purpose of appearing 
jn that case. Sept. 13 the Benson case was 
again postponed, and now Conrad has been 
pain ‘eamperons and this time Mr. Noble says it 

nal. 

‘I found,” said Mr. Noble, “ that Conrad had 
been playing me double. The United States 
Districs Attorney and all the law officers con- 
nected with the Benson case knew all that Con- 
rad knew ana had the list of witnesses he had 
given them, and I made up my mind he was not 
@ necessity to theGovernment. I didn’t belleve 
he was corrupt or dishonest, but, as I told him, 
huis suspicion had become so much of a curiosity 
that he ought to hire a hall and exhibit 11.” 

As proof that Conrad was full of suspicions, 
Mr. Noble quoted a letter written to the Gen- 
eral Land Office by Conrad in December, 1887, 
ian which he declared, without qualification, 
that the pension frauds were conimitted under 
the direct complicity and full knowledge of 
Mesers. Teller, Schurz, Williamson, and McFar- 
land, whose active tield partners were the Sur- 
veyor Generals of Arizona, California, Dakota, 
Idaho, Oregon, Nevada, New-Mexico, and Wyo- 
ming. His matin object, he wrote, was to ex- 
pose all persons drawing salaries and the Land 
Office complicity in the Bensou case. Conrad 
admitted writing this letter. 

Secretary Noble also read a newspaper Clip- 
Ping, saying that Conrad had declared that ail 
the women employed in the Surveyor General’s 
office in California were lacking in virtue. An- 
other letter from Congressman Vandever ac- 
cused Conrad of boasting that he had destroyed 
Vandever’s influence with the Secretary. 
Among other papers held by Mr. Noble is an 
affidavit showing that Conrad committed the 
serious Offense of proeeting the publication, in 
a Tulare paper, of one of his reports to the 
Lana Office, writing the headlines himself.

| alarmed yesterday about the condition of the 
Commissioner’s bealth as to fear that the Presi- 
dent would soon be compelled to name his suc- 
cessor, May turn out to be mistaken. While he 
is not strong, itis learned from a personal 
friend that his health is about as good as it 
has been for several years. 
The Judge is a prodigious worker. It is im- 
agree, for him to be idle. In his judicial way 
© g0es to the bottom of every new question 
presented to him with a thoroughness that is 
remarkabie. He thinks nothing of the labor of 
it. Nordoeshe heed the warnings he has re- 
ceived of the danger of forcing himself to do as 
much work as he could safely do ten years ago. 
These warnings come in the way of faintness, 
80 that he falls in a semi-conscious state, re- 
covers consciousness, but suffers a loss of 
strength, and, resumes his work as if nothing 
had happen His liability to this sort of 
prostration does not appear to have been known 
to many of his acquaintances, although he 
has had several such attacks since he 
came to Washington. He left Washington 
early in the Summer, when his fellow- 
Commissioners sought recreation, and 
he voluntarily went to the Pacific coast to make 
some examination of railroad problems that 
were interesting to him. The work Was harder 
than he anticipated, and he reached home some- 
what worn out. Another return of vertigo was 
probably a result of hard work. An acquuaint- 
ance predicts that he will be back in Washing- 
ton soon after he learns that he is reported to 
be ill. As the fainting fits had occurred at 
shorter intervals of late, it is on as im- 
portant that he should not tax himself unduly, 
the danger being that with advancing years 
his power to recover from such prostration will 
be lessened with each instance of faintness. 
Ex-Senator Thomas M. Norwood of Georgia 
gaid to-day: ‘“‘ The with“rawal of Judge Cooley 
would be a serious event, and his death a cal- 
amity. Heis probably the foremost writer on 
constitutional law and the very ablest con- 
stitutional lawyer in our country at this time. 
Judge Cooley is as fair in spirit and clear in 
conscience as he is great in intellect. It will 
not be possible to supply his place.” 


Secretary Tracy said to-day that he had not 
yet decided exactly what recommendations to 
make to Oongress in regard to the improve- 


ment of the Charlestown Navy Yard, and he 
did not care to discuss the matter just yet. 
Tne chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Department 
are, without exception, in favor of putting a 
modern plant for the construction of steel 
ships in the yard. In many respects this is the 
best navy yard owned by the Government. 
The buildings are of the most substantial 
character, all built of granite, and most 
of the machinery now in the yard is in 
good order, and could be utilized to a great 
extent. The plant of the encineering shops is 
the best of the kindin any of the navy yards. 
The dry dock is almost as large as the one at 
the Brooklyn yard, and could take in any vessel 
in the navy, orapy being built with the ex- 
ception of the Texas, which will be a trifle too 
wide. It is estimated that all the shops in the 
yard could be fitted up at a cost of about 
$250,000, so that a modern ship, complete in 
every particular, could be turned out. 

One of the chief arguments used by advocates 
of retitting the yard is that by its proximity to 
Boston it can draw on a very large population 
of skilled mechanics. All these arguments have 
been presented to Secretary Tracy and will also 
be laid before Congress. The Secretary has 
already expressed himself as being determined 
toimprove and buildup the navy yards, but 
whether he will favor fitting the Charlestown 

ard for construction when the New-York, Nor- 

olk, and Mare Island yards are being supplied 
with new plants is yet to be seen. At present 
the yard is utilized, for the manufacture of 
naval equipments. In former years some of 
the most famous vessels of the navy were built 
there. a 

Secretary Proctor’s proposed recommenda- 
tion to Congress for an increased appropriation 
for the recruiting service, so as to send recruit- 


ing officers to the State National Quard en- 
campments, has a two-fola object in view. In 
the first place it is hoped to get a better class of 
recruits, and men who by their experience in 
the national guard are in a measure familiar 
with military discipline and will not be so apt 
to become dissatistied and desert. It is also an- 
otber step in the direction of bringing about 
the closer relations between the army and the 
National Guard, which Adjt.-Gen. Kelton and 
other leading army officers believe will be benefi- 
cial to both services. ‘he practice of sending de- 
tachments of regulars to camp with the Natianal 
Guard, which was begun this year, Was attended 
by good results, and will be carried out as ex- 
tensivély as possible next summer. 

‘It 1s expected that the chances that a bright, 
intelligent man has to work himself up from the 
ranks to a commission in the army will inauce 
some of the best men in the National Guard to 
enlist, and in the meantime Congress will be 
asked to increase the pay of non-commisioned 
officers, and in various ways to make the life of 
a soldier more attractive. 


Itis uncertain just what the policy of the 
Navy Department will be in regard to the 
Naval War College the torpedo station, and the 
apprentice training station on Goat island and 
Coasters’ Harbor Island, in Newport harbor. It 
is not likely, however, that they will be moved 
to any other location. seceypecr’ dl Tracy said to- 
day that the matter rests entirely with Con- 
gress, as to make any changes there will re- 
quire Congressional action and appropriations 
to carry on the work. He was anxious 
that some definite plan should be adopted, 
and for that reason had sent the 
board under Capt. Pythian, mentioned in 
the Times of this morning, to investigate 
the whole subject and report to him. Until the 
board reports he will have no recommendations 
to make to Congress. The $100,000 appropri- 
ated for a new war college building on Goat 
Island has not been used, because it was 
thought best not to make a beginning until a 
Plan had been devised. There has been some 
talk of abolishing the apprentice system in the 
navy, and if this should be done the station on 
Coasters’ Harbor Island would be abandoned, 
leaving plenty of room there for the war col- 
lege. 2 

The gunboat Petre) was at last formally ac- 
cepted from the Columbia Iron Works of Balti- 
more to-day, and is at the Norfolk Navy Yard. 


The order for her acceptance was signed by 
Secretary Tracy some weeks ago, as was stated 
at the time, but it was not until to-day that she 
was completely ready for acceptance, 


At 12 o’clock to-morrow bids will be opened, 
forthe second time,for the construction of 
three steel cruisers of 2,000 tons displacement 


forthe navy. When the firat proposals were 
opened for these vessels, Aug. 22, it was found 
that none came within the $700,000 appro- 
priated by Congress for each vessel. Contract- 
ors had learned by experience that it takes 
time to build a modern war vessel, especially 
when ee delays in getting material are apt to 
ocour, and they were afraid of the heavy n- 
alties for overtime, as well as uncertain about 
being able to come up to the oontract require- 
ments of eighteen knots speed for tour hours, 
They had, accordingly, put up their figures high 
enough to cover losses trom these causes. 

Secretary Tracy soon afterward issued the 
advertisements under which bids are now to be 
opened. He reduced the speed requirement 
from eighteen knots to seventeen, and, in place 
ofthe graduated scale of premiums provided 
for before he fixed the rate at $25,000 for each 
quarter of a knot over seventeen, so that if the 
vessels make only eighteen knots each one will 
earn $100,000 premium. The time for comple- 
tion was also extended from two years to two 
years and six months, and each bidder is to be 
allowed to include twoor three vessels in one 
bid. or to bid foreach one separately, at his 
own option. The effect of this last change may 
be to give all the vessels to one big firm, al- 
though, if the policy of building up a number of 
private shipyards capable of turning out Goy- 
ernment work is to be pursued, it may prob- 
ably be decided to re only one ship to a yard, 
andto give them,if possible, to the smaller 
establishments, leaving the larger yards to bia 
on the 7,500 and 5,300 ton cruisers, and the ao- 
called John R. Thomas ship. It 18 likely, also, 
that the competition between the different 
yards would result in the acy gad better ves- 
sels than if ali were built by one firm.

STILL FIGHTING THE RING 


HUDSON . COUNTY # FUSIONISTS 
FEEL HOPBRFUL. 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM INDE- 

PENDENT DEMOCRATS AND REPUB- 
LICANS—JUDGE KNAPP’S DECISION. 
The attempt of the opponents of the Jersey 
City ring to have the resolution of the Board of 
Aldermen in reference to the election boards 
removed to the Supreme Court for review has 
failed. Judge Knapp yesterday denied the ap- 
Plication made by Messrs. Collins and Seymour 
on behalf of John H. Hoken. 
The ground of the decision is somewhat sin- 


gular. It does not seem to have been suggested 


by Senator and Corporation Counsel Edwards, 
who opposed the application. It is, in brief, 
that the election boards consist of three mem- 
bers each, and not of four, as everybody sup- 
posed they did. The three members are a judge 
and two inspectors. The olerk, who has 
been considered a member of the board, 
Judge Knapp says, is not so lawfully. 
Hence the law of 1879, which provides that 
‘no more than two members of the Board of 
Elections shall be chosen from the same political 
party,” does the opponents of the ring no good. 
The Aldermen may constitute each election 
board of two Democrats and one Republican, 
and then may add a Democratic clerk without 
violating the letter of the law. ; 

There is no need to say that Judge Knapp’s 
decision 18 a serious disappointment to ever 
opponent of the ring. It wil! make the guard- 
ing of the ballot boxes more dittioult than 1t 
would otherwise be. It gives what looked like 
an outrage by the Aldermen a legal sanction. 
But it is likely to increase the determination of 
the anti-ring men to fight for their rights, 
for it is now elear that they will 
get none that they do not fight for. 
What now remains to them is the lawful 
right to have watchers at the polls,and see 
that the one-sided election boards do their 
work honestly, True, the law is not so clear on 
this subject as might be desired, but it requires 
that the votes shall be received and counted 
inan open and public manner, and if that is 
done the wateners will be at fault if they do 
not detect and expose any attempted fraud. 

Both the Republicans and anti-ring Demo 
orats have taken steps to secure men of re 
spectability, keenness, and courage to act as 
watchers. There 18 entire co-operation between 
these organizations, and their representatives 
will support each other. The ring men also 
begin to feel that public sentiment is becoming 
aroused against ballot box stutting as it has not 
been aroused before, and they are likely to be 
more cautious and law-abiding than heretofore. 
The present system of getting grand juries so as 
to secure immunity to ring offenders may not 
last always. 

The General Committee of the anti-ring Dem- 
ocrats had its weekly meeting last evening and 
devoted its session largely to considering plans 
for protecting the ballot boxes, securing a fair 
vote, and circulating anti-ring literature. Re- 
ports were received from various sources con- 
cerning the progress of the campaign. All these 
reports were of a very hopeful nature. The Re- 
publicans of the county were reported to be 
comiug up to the support of the fusion ticket 
without a break, in spite of the Evening Jour- 
nal’s strenuous opposition. 

Cheering news came from Democrats, espe- 
cially Democrats of character and substance, 
who have not the fear of the bosses before their 
eyes. Many indications were given which 
seemed to show that the undercurrent of feeling 
was all against the ring, and that the quiet vote 
in that direction would be heavy. But the open 
Democratic vote for the fusien ticket also 
promises to be large. In the Third Assembly 
District a German Democratic Club has in- 
dorsed the fusion nominee for Senator, and it is 
said that other Democratic organizations may 
come into line for the whole ticket before many 


days. 

The effect of the strong feeling against the 
ringin the Tenth Distriet has been made clear 
within a day ortwo by the regular Democratio 
nominee for the Assembly coming out in a let- 
ter pledging himeelf to some distinctly anti-ring 
measures. - khis candidate ig Thomas B. Usher. 
He says: rt ; 

“Since I have recciyed & Democratic nomination 
for member of Assembly, I wonld hereby say: 

“*That I will, if elected to said position, favor and 
do everything in my power and. which is honora- 
ble to bring about the passage of the ballot reform 
bill known as the Kane Dill, or. anything approach- 
ing the principles thereof. 

** That I will likewise favor and do anything in my 
power to correct the evils of the present jury sys- 
temas practiced in this county. 

“That I will favor and supportin every possible 
way the division of the present county of Nruaeen 
—lately known as the Hamilton County act. 

* That 1 willfavor any and all measures that will 
tend to bring abouta more honest and economical 
management of our pry affairs than is the case 
at the present time, andalso oppose any and all 
measures that May come up to increase the ex- 

enses of the same in any way, without adequate 
penetits to said county, provided I am not other- 
wise bound by Democratic caucus.” 

Such pledges will destroy his usefulness as a 
ring Assemblyman if they are made to be kept.

Ifone of their olticials 
is asked a question his answer is sure to be 
pitcned in a very high key. This has been 
noted for several days. At the same 
time they are oarrying on  »business 
in a very high-handed fashion. Recently 
it has been remarked that the tax bills were 
being withheld later than usual, and the con- 
clusion was reached that they would continue 
to be withheld until after election. Itis known 
that taxes will be largely increased in some 
parts of the city, especially in the Fourth As- 
sembly District, and to let the people see how 
much just at this time would probably be to 
arouse a fresh storm of indignation. 

Inquiry at the Tax Commissioner’s office 
yesterday drew forth a very excited answer, 
to the effect that the bills were not be with- 
held, but would be out in aday ortwo. It will 
presently be seen how the promise is kept. In 
the meantime, when people ask to see the 
amount at which individuals are assessed, the 
requestis denied. A TIMES reporter yesterday 
sought information of this sortabont the assess- 
ment of the property of members of the ring, 
and after a great deal of tedious quibbling was 
told that the Commissioners had ordered that 
no one should be given information.

ALL INCOMING STEAMSHIPS YESTERDAY 
REPORT ROUGH WEATHER, 


Rough weather was reported by all of the 
incoming steamships yesterday. The Columbia, 
from Hamburg via Southampton, was perhaps 
the greatest sufferer of the lot, although none 
reported any serious damage. From the very 
first the Columbia was tossed about on a heavy 
sea. In the English Channel, just outside the 
port of Hamburg, she encountered a heavy 
west-southwesterly gale. The short, choppy.seas 
rolled in from the ocean and struck the vessel 
with stunning force, giving inexperienced pas- 
sengers no time to accustom themselves to the 
motion of the deep. 

On the evening of the 17th the wind changed 
suddenly to the northward and heaped up a 
sharp cross sea which added to the interest of 
the situation. At about 7 o’olock a tremendous 
wave combed in forward and swept away the 
starboard half of the transverse rail which runs 
along the forward end of the hurricane deck. 
The heavy iron stanchions were snapped off 
like 80 many pipestems and the deck was flood- 
ed waist deep with the ry waters. The Co- 
lambia was going along at a good rate, how- 
ever, and three hours after the beginning of the 
storm had passed through it. In the Atlantic head 
gales and seas Were aleo met with.

TONS OF ROCK AND OOAL FELL. 


STARTLING EFFECTS CAUSED BY ‘“‘ROB- 
BING” MINE PILLARS. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Oct. 25.—The town of Arch- 
bald, in the northern portion of the Lackawan- 
na Valley, was terriblysh aken up last night by 
the caving in of the White Oak Colliery, where 
the Delaware and Hudson Company has been 
“robbing” coal pillars:for some time. The im- 
pending disaster wae discovered shortly after 5 
o’clock by Peter Probol, Thomas MoHale, Frank 
White, and Charles Ready, who went in through 
the airway on the mountain side to feed mules. 
The found the air eurrent so swift and strong 
that they could not withstand it. The air was 
rushing through the passage ways like a cy- 


clone, and their lights were immediately extin- 
guished, after which they themselves were 
blown violently about and hurled against the 
rocks. They lost no time in getting out and 
notifying the inside foreman, John J. Kearney, 
who, on making a hurried examination, found 
that @ great area many acres in extent was 
about to cave in, 

Kearney immediately notified the workmen in 
the colliery and they ran for their lives even 
while the root was falling. A man named 
Probst volunteered at the risk of nis life to 
notify John Swift and a gang of miners in a 
distant part of the mine. Probst had hardly 
disappeared on his fearful errand before thou- 
sands of tons of rock and voal fell in the main 
passage, making it impossible for him to return 
through the tunnel into which he had ventured. 
He went on, however, and warned Swift and his 
comrades, after which the entire party escaped 
through a hole in the side of the mountain. Sev- 
eral mules were buried by the fall. The shock 
of the cave-in was distinctly felt in Archbald, 
and a sound rose from the crumbling mine like 
@ continuous peal of thunder. For a time there 
was much excitement in the town, until it was 
ascertained that the men were safe. ‘Lhe force 
of the air current was so great that several 
heavy coal cars were blown from the mouth of 
the tunnel as it they were pneumatic toys. 
Much damage is toe Se to property on the sur- 
face, as the undermined area extends for a con- 
siderable distance along the river and up the 
mountain side. 





PRISON OFFICERS PUZZLED. 


CONVICT MULHERN’S QUEER DETERMI- 
NATION TO GET HIS OLD CLOTHES. 


SING SING, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Francis Mulhern 
was sentenced Oct. 25, 1886, to four years in 
Sing Sing Prison for assaulting his wife. His 
term of imprisonment expired to-day. When 
he was taken to the State shop to change his 
convict garb for citizens’ clothing he refused to 
accept the garments furnished by the State, 
which he had tried on and selected a few days 
previously, demanding that the State should 
return to him every article of elothing which 
he was wearing when committed. 

This was impossible, as the clothing taken 
from new arrivals is cleaned, renovated, re- 


paired if necessary, and given to outgoing men, 
who may take such garments if they so elect. 
Mulhern retused all overtures by the keepers. 
He was not to be persuaded, and they were 
finally compelled to take him to Mr. Connaugh- 
bn hy office and force him todon the citizen’s 
suit, 

When taken to the elerk’s.office Mulhern re- 
fused to sign a receipt for his disoharge and for 
the money which the State aliows discharged 
convicts. Warden Brush and Principal Keeper 
Connaughton endeavored to convince the man 
of the necessity of signing before he could be 
discharged, but Mulhern refused to sien any 
paper whatever. The authorities were in a 
dilemma. In their long experience this was the 
first case where a man had refused to accept 
his discharge. 

In the absence of Dr. Barber, the prison phy- 
sician, Drs. Fisher and Madden were sent for, 
and, after an examination, they pronounced 
Mulhern a crank. It was decided to turn Mul- 
hern over to the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction ia New-York City, and Keeper 
Jackson took him to the city this afternoon. 

Mulhern had earned a year of commutation 
for good behavior.

JACOB HESS LENDS A HAND AT JOHN’ 
J. O’BRIEN’S “ CITIZENS’? MEETING | 


LAST NIGHT. 


John J. O’Brien intrenched himself behind 
breastworks ail his own in Walhalla Hall last 
night. Standing on the platform there hand- 
in-hand with ‘Silver-Dollar’ Charles Smith 
on his right and Alderman Goetz on 
his left, he told his citizens’ meeting 
that these two persons needed 10 
eulogy. It wasa unique trio. Only the day 
before Smith had narrowly escaped being sent 
to the penitentiary for bribing voters, and 
Goetz had got off scot free on the same charge 
some time ago. Smithhas yet to answer for 
gouging a man’s eye. O’Brien, of course, posed 
as the chief political martyr of New-York 
County. 

Old Walhalla was solidly packed. Jacob 
Hess, one of the Commissioners of Electrica! 
Control, was one of the star performers. He 
furnished a sensational incident, and prac- 
tically threw himself outside the regular Re- 
publican breastworks. In the eyes of this curi- 
ous gathering Smith and Goetz wére heroes. 

Hero Smith was nominated for the Assembly 
by the meeting. He may be up in the peniten- 
tiary when the Legislature is in seasion, but he 
hopes to serve the State somewhere. 

Hero Goetz was renoninated for tne Board of 
Aldermen.

GEN. MAHONE’S OAMPAIGN. 


VIGOROUS “WORK NEEDED BY. THE 
VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS. 


‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Virginia Demo- 
crats will have to do a good deal of vigorous 
campaigning and closer work than that in- 
volved in oratory and barbecues during the 
next fortnight if they are to defeat Gen. Ma- 
hone. They have become so accustomed to 
hearing that they will carry the State by 20,000 
majority, that a great many of the voters, who 
live at a distance from the polls and for whom 
ajourney of ten or fifteen miles over a rough 


road is not attractive, may stay at home, under 
the impression that their votes will not be 
needed. 

Mahone is not taking anything for granted 
except that ke can get for money a great many 
votes impossible to capture by mere argument— 
on the stump. The Democrats have heard that 
Quay has sent money into the State and that 
he has also sent a personal representative 
along with 1t, to Petersburg, to see that it does 
not stick to the palms of necessitous commit- 
teemen. The negroes of the State are not 
allowed to Know that the National Com- 
mittee has supplied amy money for the 
campaign. If vhey happended to hear of 
it and were not invited to share in the 
distribution, they would probably annoy Mr. 
Mahone, The Republican speakers may have 
to deny the report that money is available for 
voters who have heavy expenses to pay, but 
their denials may not be effective. The Admin- 
istration has set its heart upon carrying Vir- 
ginia for Mahone, and it is not to be imagined 
that an Administration that used Mr. Wana- 
maker’s contribution of half a million to elect 
Harrison would stop at an expenditure of a 
hundred thousana doilars to secure the election 
of a Republican Governor and Legislature in 
the Old Dominion. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 25,—Recent incendiary 
utterances of Mahone’s stumpers have aroused 
the colored people here to an unusually high 


pitch. To-morrow is the day for registration, 
and the negroes are displaying great activity 
in getting their people inline. For fear there 
may be some trouvdle, Mayor Ellyson has 
ordered the whole regular police force to 
be on duty at the registration precincts 
to-morrow. In order to relieve the men 
so aslo enable them to perform this double 
duty, the city is to-night under strange special 
policemen appointed by his Honor. A com- 
pany of militia will also be stationed in the 
First Regiment Armory all day to-morrow, 
ready to be called incase of any great emer- 
gency. It is not believed that the services of 
the military will be needed, but the autnori- 
ties, upon the principle that prevention is bet- 
ter than cure, nave considered it necessary to 
take these precautions. 

The circular letter issued by the twenty col- 
ored ministers in the State appealing to the 
voters of their race to support the Manone 
ticket has caused a great dealof indignation 
and comment here. It only convinces the 
conservative element of both races and all 
classes that Gen. Mahone has left nothing 
undone in this campaign to array the blacks 
against the whites. The Rev. John Jasper, when 
asked about the circular, said he would not have 
signed the appeal to the negro voters if it had 
been presented to him. The colored Episcopal 
minister here did not sign the circular. 

The Rev. Messrs. Wills and Brown, twuv col- 
ored ministers here whose names were signed 
to the appeal, were seen to-day. They both 


say they are Republicans and Mahonites, but' 


declare that politics are not discussed in their 
churches. They say that they know nothing 
about Democratic negroes, and that the colored 
people will continue to be Republicans so long 
as the Democrats take the stand they do on 
the race issue.

REPORTS WHICH SHOW A GENERALLY 
SATISFACTORY CONDITION. 


ToreKa, Kan., Oct. 25.—The report for August 
anda September of the State Board of Agricult- 
ure was issued to-day. 

Regarding wheat the report says: ‘‘ The cor- 
respondents of this board, in their final esti- 
mate of the average product of Winter wheat 
per acre, raise the product over the estimate of 
a@ month ago one and a half bushels. Itis now 
placed at 22.58 bushels per acre. Thisis be- 
lieved to be a conservative estimate and raises 
the total aggregate product of Winter wheat of 


the State to 35,030,048 bushels. On the other 
hand, the average yield per acre of Spring 
wheat for the State 1s reduced from 16 to 13.46 
bushels, giving an aggregate product of Spring 
wheat for the State o: 1,119,503 bushels, and a 
grand total product for the State of 36,219,851 
bushels. 

“It is yet too early for the tinal estimate of 
the corn product of the State, as that can ve de- 
termined accurately only after a considerable 
portion of the corn has been harvested. It is 
believed, however, that the estimate ofa month 
ago will be fully sustained. This estimate, on 
an ares of 6,820,693 acres, gives a total corn 
product for the State of 276,541,338 bushels. 
During the month of September the condition 
of ground for wheat sowing 1s reported gener- 
ally good in the eastern portion of the 
State, while in the central and western coun- 
ties it has been dry, in many cases too dry to 
plow, and in consequence wheat sowing has 
been greatly retarded, while in those counties 
which hada sufficient moisture wheat sowing 
was well advanced Oct. 1. [n nearly all the 
eastern counties of the State an increased acre- 
age of wheat will be sown this Fall. In the cen- 
tral and western counties, where September 
drought prevailed, the increased acreage sown 
pats on the rainfall during the montn of 

ctober.

RUSSELL SAGE’S PROJECT: 


RUMORS OF ANOTHER GREAT 
RAILWAY ALLIANOE. 

A SCHEME FOR A THROUGH LINE 

FROM 8T. PAUL TO TIDEWATER—A 

COMPANY WITH A LIBERAL CHARTER. 


In these days of big railway combinations 
Wall-street keeps a very sharp outlook for pos- 
sibilities, and when it was announced on excel- 
lent authority yesterday that Russell Sage was 
engaged in a deal of this sort, with an interest- 
ing history attached to it, there was some 
lively scurrying around for facts and figures, 
which, owing to the well-known reticence of 
Mr. Sage, were lamentably scarce. Not very 
long ago the Legislature of Connecticut granted 
an extraordinary charter to a number of gentile- 
men, prominent among whom was Mr. Sage, 
who declared that the company they represented 
would have a capital of $150,000,000. 

With the usual liberality of Connecticut when 
granting charters, the State Legislature gave 


the new company permission to build, operate, 
acquire, by purgpase or lease, railways, steam- 
boats, and steamShip lines, and to acquire, hold, 
and dispose of bonds, stocks, and securities is- 
sued by corporations or by Government, State, 
or local authorities, The wide scope of this 
charter would permit the corporation to do al- 
most anything in a financial way, aud Mr. Sage 
almost at once proceeded to do as much as his 
shrewdness would allow him to do. 

Associated with Mr. Sage in this company are 
Sidney Dillion and Eugene Zimmerman, together 
with George Goula and, it is said, Gen. Wager 
Swayne. The muk in the cocoanut as explained 
by excellent authority is this: The first three 
gentlemen mentioned are deeply interested in 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, and at least halfa 
dozen of their connecting lines. The two roads 
mentioned wouid form uw very important nu- 
cleus for an extension of their connections to 
the East and West. The Connecticut charter, 
it is declared, was obtained for the purpose of 
combining these roads and enabling the incor- 
porators to bring under the ownership and 
Management of the Connecticut company 4 
great many miles of valuable railway property, 
with terminals at St. Paul and some Southern 
port, or possibly St, Paul and Baltimore. The 
plans are now being put into active operation, 
it is said, and the combination will be effected 
in a comparatively short time. 

The control of the new company, say the — 
sips, will extena over the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, the Wheeling ana Lake Erie, the 
Dayton, Fort Wayne and Chicago, the Louis 
ville, New-Albany apd Chicago, the lows 
Central, and the Minnesota and Northwestern. 
The lowa Central reaches Peoria, Ill., and will, 
in connection with the Minnesota and North- 
western, give the consolidated lines an entrance 
to St. Paul. It ts the intention of the company, 
it is said, to acquire or build a line from Ind:- 
anapolis to a connection with the Iowa Central 
at Peoria. 

Mr. Sage is Vice President of the Iowa 
Central, and is the holder of a large blook of its 
stock. The Louisville, New-Albany and Chica- 
go will give the company a line trom Cincin- 
Dati to Chicago and from Chicago to Louisville. 

The company will be able to compete;with the 
great trunk lines for the business in the North- 
west, and wiil be in a position to extend con- 
nections to St. Louis. It was rumored that C- P. 
Huntington was concerned in this scheme; but 
the rumor could not be verified. Itwas in Con- 
necticut, however, that he secured his charter 
for the Newport News and the Mississippi Val- 
ley Company. 

The refusal by those concerned to converse 
about the proceedings or the company led many 
to place reliance in the reported plan of the 
combination to unite the Northwest with the 
Atlantic. Mr. Sage, who is supposed to be 
the most deeply interested in the scheme, 
declined to talk aboutit. He refused, however, 
to deny that such a general extension of the 
roads in which he is interested was contem- 
piated. One of the persons who happen to be 
in the confidence of Mr. Zimmerman said that 
the project had been under consideration for 
several months. It had been decided that the 
interests of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton should be advanced with the utmost rapid- 
ity after the blow which had been given the 
road by Henry 8, Ives, and the wholesale char- 
ter was suggested py Mr. Sage, whose interests 
in the Wheeling and Lake Erie and the lowa 
Central seemed to place him in a position to 
afford the desired outlets to the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton. When the through traf-

THE CONSTITUTION 


ADOPTED BY THE SANTA FE 
CONVENTION. 
PROVISIONS TO SECURE NON-SECTARIAN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN NEW-MEXICO 
—~GUARDING THE PUBLIC MONEY. 


The complete Constitution adopted at the 
New-Mexico Constitutional Convention, held at 
Santa Fé from Sept. 3 to 25, has been recoived 
by Gov. L. Bradfora Prince, the present Chief 
Executive of the Territory, wlio isin this city, 
it is, in his opinion, the most perfect Constitu- 
tion yet adopted in this country, containing, as 
it does, a number of features which have long 
been discussed as advisable amendments to the 
Constitution of New-York State. 

The sections pertaining to education and the 
farbidding of appropriations to private or sec- 
tarian institutions are especially worthy of 
notice. No mention is made of the Australian 
system of voting, or, indeed, of the necessity of 
the adoption of any system to prevent bribery 
at elections, or for the secrecy o* the ballot be- 
yond the usual provision that the ‘secrecy of 
the ballot shall be kept inviolate, except incase 
eft contested elections.” , 

The section relating to the qualifications o 
voters provides that “‘ no person shall have the 
right to vote at any election who is not a citizen 
of the United States and has not lived within 
the State at least twelve months before the day 
of election.” Section 6 of the same article 
says that any person who may hereafter be en- 


gaged in a duel, either as principal or accessory - 


before the fact, shall not be permitted to vote 


at any election, and shall be disqualitied from 
holding office within the State. © 

_~ sections under the head of education pro- 
vide: 

SECTION 1. Provision shall be made by law for 
the establishment and maintenance of a uniform 
system of public schools, which shail be open to 
and sufficient for the education of all the children 
in the State, and shail be under the absolute con- 
trolofthe State, and free from sectarian or church 
control; and no other or different schools shall ever 
receive any aid or support trom public funds. No 
sectarian tenet, creed, or chureh doctrine shall be 
taught in the public schools. 

Sxc. 2. The principal of all funds arising from the 
sale er other disposal of lands or other property 
granted, donated, or intrusted to this State tor edu- 
cational purposes, or coming to the State by 
escheat, shall constitute a permanent school fund 
which shall be forever preserved inviolate and un- 
diminished, and the income therefrom shall be faith- 
tully applied to the objects of the original grants, 
donations, or trusts subject to the provisions and 
restrictions of this Constitution, and when not in- 
consistent with such objects shall be usea 
fer common school purposes throughout the 
State in proportion to the number of children of 
school age. Butnopartof such funds, nor of any 
other funds created or authorized by iaw for educa- 
tional purposes, shall ever be applied toward the 
maintenance, support, or aid of any school or other 
institution in the management of which any relig- 
ieus or other sect has any part, or whichis not 
under the absolute controlof the State. The pro- 
visions of this and the last preceding section are 
hereby declared to be irrevocable without the con- 
— the United States and the people of this 

ate. 

SkEc. 6. Provision shall be made by law for teach- 
ing the principles of the Constitutions of the United 
States and of this State in the common schools. Al 
teachers in the public schools shall be citizens o 
the United States, properly qualitied, and persons of 
good moral character. 

SEc. 7. No religious test shall ever be required of 
any person as a condition of admission into any 
public educational institution of the State, either as 
teacher or student, and no teacher or student of any 
such institution shall ever be required to attend or 
participate in any religious service whatever, nor 
shall any distinction or classification of papils be 
made on account of race or color. 

SEC. 8. The Legislature shall provide by appro- 
priate legislation for supplying the pupils of the 
public schools with the necessary text-books at 
public expense, under such resirictions as shall 
prevent such text-books being changed oftener than 
once in tive years. Itshall also pass laws to pro- 
hibit. any teacher, director, or other officer being in- 
terested in the sale of books, apparatus, or furni- 
ture used in®the public schools, 

Under the general head of assessment and 
taxation a provision 1s made that the credit of 
the State or of any of its subdivisions shall not 
be granted to or in aid of any person, associa- 
tion, or corporation, nor shall the State assume 
the debts or liabilities of any county, eity, town, 
township, school district, or other municipal 
corporation or subdivision of the State, unless 
such debt shall have been created to repel inva- 
sion, suppress insurrection, or defend the State 
in time of war. 

The Constitution provides that cities and 
towns shall not be incorporated by special laws 
and that no municipai or quasi-municipal cor- 
poration shallincur any debt for any purpose 
whatsoever in excess of 5 per cent. on the 
taxable property within the limits of the cor- 
poration, as shown by the last regular assess- 
ment made for the purpose of taxation, or in 
any sum whatever in excess of its yearly in- 
come or revenue, without the assent of a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors thereof, who 
shall be taxpayers within its limits. But this, 
it continues, shall not be construed to impair 
or affect the liability of any such corporation 
for any existing indebtedness. 

Regarding public institutions established for 
the maintenance, care, and instruction of deaf 
and dumb, blind, or indigent sick persons, or 
phans, or paupers, Section 2 of Article XVL 
says that when any such institution shall have 
been established and putin operation no other 
institution for the same purpose shall receive 
any aid or support from the public funds, 
but until such institutions have been estab- 
lished and put in operation, provision may be 
made by law for the maintenance of such per- 
sons by individuals or other institutions. The 
aid and support thus given is to be under the 
supervision of proper officers. Public money 
or property shall never be used or appropriated 
for private purposes or for the aid or support 
of any institution not under the absolute con- 
trol of the State, except tor the time, as in the 
above cases, 

When any bill appropriating money shall have 
passed both houses and gone to the Governor 
for his signature, he shall have the power to ap- 
prove it either in whole or in part, and may, if 
he sees fit, return to the house in which it origi- 
nated acopy of any partor parts of the bill 
of which be disapproves, witn his objections 
thereto, when it shall again be taken up for con- 
sideration and discussion. 

No ofticer or person authorized by the Con- 
stitution to make appointments to office shall 
ever appoint any person who is related to him 
by blood or marriaze within the fourth degree 
of consanguinity, according to the civil law of 
computation. 

ne free exercise and enjoyment of religious 
pee rem and worship is guaranteed without 

iscrimination or preferepce, but the liberty of 
conscience thus secured shall not excuse acts of 
licentiousness or justify polygamous practices, 
er other acts inconsistent with morality or the 
peace or safety of the State; nor will any per- 
800, Organization, or association be permitted, 
directly or indirectly, to aid or abet, counsel or 

advise any person to commit bigamy or 
polygamy.

Among them 
were sachels, revolvers, rings, pins, silverware, 
overcoats, hats, shoes, boots, bottles of wine, a 
silver dagger, old coins, opera glasses, umbrel- 


las, three napkin rings marked “ Charlie,” 
*“ Willie,” and * Fred,” and a complete edition 
of Shakespeare.

PERILS OF RAILRQADING. 


INDIANA WRECKERS SUCCESS?PUL—PRES- 
IDENT HILL’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct 25.—North-bound 
freight train No. 93 on the Lake Erle and West- 
ern Railroad was wrecked at Kokomo at 4 
o’clock this morning. The engine struck an ob- 
struction at the awitch on the outskirts of the 
city and with eightor ten cars was thrown irom 
the track. Twelve oil tanlfs exploded in quick 
succession, setting fire to the box cars attached. 
Two cars of merchandise and four of coal were 
consumed, Engineer Mehl, Fireman Edward 
Burnett, and Head Brakeman Jobn Spellman 
were thrown beneath the oil cars and burned 
to acrisp. The accident was the work of wreck- 
ers, this being the third attempt made in that 
vicinity within the last two months. The train 
employes kiljed lived at Peru, Ind. 

Mason CiTy, Lowa, Oot. 25,—A very damaging 
collision oceurred on the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Road, between Garner and Britt, 
last night. John Scranton, engineer, was run- 
ning a freight train west and Frank Newbowers. 
engineer, was coming east on an extra. The 
train going east was to stop at the switch four 
miles west of Clear Lake and wait for the regu- 
lar passenger and wild freight. In some way 
the orders were misunderstood, and about a 
mile west of the switch the two Ifreights col- 
lided, The engineers and firemen jumped from 
their engines, and were unhurt.

the pool was. Mr. Brown did not know of any 
other brewers who were going to withdraw. 
The officers of the Journeymen Brewers’ 
Union said that there had been a row at the 
last meeting of the pool, and that one of the 
quarrels arose out of the special boycott that 
was imposed last week upon Kuntz’s brewery 
in Morrisania, The unions had compelled the 
proprietor of Webster Hall to stop taking 
Kuntz’s beer, and Kuntz complained that the 
pool was not affording him proper protection 
and remuneration for his losses by the boycott. 





CEMETERY MANAGERS AT ODDS. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Oct. 25.—Some time ago 
tne Evergreen Cemetery Association cast about 
for additional land to enlarge its already spa- 
cious grounds, and an offer was made for a two- 
acre tract, the property of one of the Trustees, 
Henry J. Mattoon. The price set by Mr. Mat- 
toon was $1,200, or twice _what the lot was 
worth, and a bargain was finally made with C. 
B. Atwood and Miss Cornelia Hotchkiss for five 
acres atacost of $1,500. Mr. Matteon was 


very much put out about the transaction, and 
yesterday he tore down the fence separating 
his tract from the cemetery grounds. He had 
no sooner begun to survey the Jand than he was 
served with an injunction restraining him from 
starting another burial ground and papers in a 
suit to recover damages for the destruction of 
the fence, which is now on the Mattoon wood- 
pile.

WARD PLAYS CLEVER BALL

HIS GOOD. WORK WON A OON- 
FEST FOR THE GIANTS. 
IT REQUIRED ELEVEN INNINGS TO DE- 
CIDE THE GAME, 
WON BY ONE RUN. 


After a struggle that lasted eleven innings 
yesterday, the New-Yorks won the sixth of the 
games for the world’s championship, and to-day 
are even with Brooklyn forthe honors. It was 
@ contest that will long be remembered by 
baseball enthusiasts. There have been exciting 
scenes on the diamonds of the old Union and 
Capitoline Grounds; gray-haired followers of 
the game are wont to rolate the struggles for 
victory that have taken place on the Elysian 
Fields, when the Atlantics, Eckfords, and 
Mutuals were in their prime, but the game in 
which the representatives of New-York and 
Brooklyn took part yesterday surpasses, per- 
haps, anything ever seen on a baseball tield. 

From start to finish the contestants played 
with rare vim and determination. Cheered on 
by the plaudits of the spectators every inch of 
ground was stubbornly contested, and when the 
game was finally won a scene that will long be 
remembered took place. For eight innings the 
Brooklyns held alead of 1 run, and when the 


New-Yorke began the ninth their chances of 
winning were very slim. For eight innings they 
had failed to send a player around the 
bases and a defeat oO he worse char- 
acter—a ‘“whitewash”’—stared them in the 
face. ‘Yiernan was the first batter up 
ia the ninth. He sent u a fiy which 
Corkhill grasped fondly. Ewing, the reliable, 
failed to alleviate the sufferings of the crowd. 
He sent a bounder, which Davis took care of. 
Then ‘Our Jobn” Ward came tothe bat. He 
was stern and resolute and perhaps the coolest 
man in the inoclosure. Jobn is noted for doing 
the proper thing in close games, and every eye 
was riveted on him. He hit the bali with all 
his might and it went past Foutz and Collins 
and was stopped by Burns just as Ward reached 
tirst base. igions of home runs, three bagxers, 
doubles, and even beggarly singles arose before 
the gaze of all present as Connor, the best of the 
Giants as regards batting, walked to the plate. 
Before he bad a ¢ghance to strike Ward darted 
for second. He got there. Flusned with suc- 
cess, he never waited to get breath, but made a 
dash for third and reached that point in safety. 
Then Connor was implored to hit the ball and 
he did. It went straight at Davis, the short 
stop, who in his excitement failed to get the 
sphere and it rolled out to centre tield. Mean- 
while Ward rushed for home, touched the plate, 
and the game was saved. 

This was the signal for an outburst of enthu- 
siasm. From the outset the New-York “‘ cranks” 
were compelled to hold their peace and listen 
to the exultant remarks ana shouts of the 
Brvoklynites. Their corked-up enthusiasm knew 
no bounds, and they shouted as only metropoli- 
tan ‘‘ cranks” can. Hats, canes, and umbrellas 
were thrown in the air; old men, young men, 
middle-aged men, and small boys slapped each 
other on the back, and a feeling of joy pervaded 
the atmosphere. During the exoltement some- 
bouy shouted “* Wara—Ward—Johnoy—Ward !”’ 
It was taken up by the vast assemblage, and 
nothing but the name of the favorite short stop 
could be heard for some minutes. Finally, 
whea order was restored, Richardson walked to 
the plate. Connor had stolen to third, but Rich- 
ardson failed to send bim in. 

Slattery scored the run that won the game n 
the eleventh inning. He made a base hit, and 
after Tiernan had bit a fly to Burns, Ewing sent 
a grounder to Collins, ailowing Slattery to go to 
second. As Ward faced Terry he was greeted 
with cheers On all sides. He sent « slow-bound- 
ing ball to Davis. It wasa race between the 
balland the fleet-footed player. Davis picked 
up the buckskin, threw it, but too late. Ward 
had reached the bag and couldn’t be put out. 
During the struggle between Ward and the 
ball, Stattery, unobserved, had run down to 
third, and before Foutz could recover his equi- 
librium, haa gained the home plate.

The game was a remarkably pretty one. It 
abounded in clever stops, good throws, prett 
catches, and above all things, both teams playe 
maniy bal. No subterfuges were resorted to, 
and the game progressed very smoothly. Both 
O’Day and Terry pitched good ball. The for- 
mer, however, received the better support. 
The New-Yorks played without Gore, who was 
present, but too ill take part, In the Brovuk- 
lyn team big Jim Davis covered short. Smith 
failed to report for duty. O’Brien was Brook- 
lyn’s first batsman, and he took his base on 
balls. Collins struck out, and Kwing threw to 
first completing a pretty double play. After 
Burns had been hit with a pitched ball Foutz 
foulea out. For New-York, Siattery bit a fly 
to O’Brien and Tiernan struck out, Ewing 
Was more successful, as he lined the bali to 
right field for two bases. Wara’s out, a fly to 
Corkhbill, ended the inning. In the second in- 
ning the Grooms scored the solitary rub that 
caused the Giants all their hard work to over- 
come. Pinkney ied oft with a hit, and Visner 
sent the ball safely to left field. Little Pinkney 
tried to get to third on the play, but was thrown 
out, O’Rourke to Whitney. While this was be- 
ing done Visner ran down to second. ‘Terr, 
followed with a single, sending Visner to thir 
He scored a moment later on Corkhili’s single. 
Davis’s fly to Ward and Terry’s stupid base 
running gave a chance fora double play, ending 
the inning. Connor senta fiy to Burns. Rich- 
ardson took tiret on balls, but he was ‘‘doubled 
up” by O’Rourke, who sent up a fly to Collins. 

The third inning failed to yield any runs. 
O’Brien and Burns went out, Whitney to Con- 
nor. Collins made a hit and Foutz fouled out. 
Whitney hit a fly to Pinkney. O’Day took first 
on balls, but Slattery hit a grounder to Pinkney, 
on which a double fare f was made. Pinkney be- 
gan the fourth by getting his base on balls. Vis- 
ner wept out to O'Rourke and Terry hit to 
Whitney, who, with tbe assistance rendered 
by Ward and Connor, completed a double 
play. Tiernan knocked a grounder at Ter- 
ry, Ewing weat out to Collins, and 
Ward sent a ball to Corkhill, Again, in 
the fifth, both sides failed to tally.

birds, and alter Teekay had drawn his share of 
the stakes the others shot the tie off. Lindsley 
was the only man to drop, and after eight birds 
had been Killed by each the others agreed to a 
division. uimby, J. Wolstencroft, Welec 
Thomas, an ee tied on four kills each, an 
on the shoot-off Welch and Eley shot the others 
out and then divided.

OANNIBALISM AT SBA. 


THE HORRIBLE STORY TOLD BY SEAMAN 
LUDWIG LODER: 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 25.—Carl Graves, fire- 
man, and Ludwig Loder, seaman, survivors of 
the crew of the steamship Earnmoor, told last 
night a story, horrible in its details, of the way 
they sustained life by cannibalism for days. Lo- 
der said: “Theonly food we haa the first fifteen 
days in the boat was a fiying fish and a few raw 
small sea birds divided among eleven men. On 
the sixteenth day William Davis, a seaman, 
caught me by the throat and made a dash at my 
head with a knife. He cut meon the right 
cheek, the scar from which still remains, as you 
see. He was told to kill me by August Piagge, 
a fireman. When Davis began to cat me some 
of my companions caught him, while othera 
shouted, ‘Killhim! Killhim! we want some- 
thing to eat; we are starving.’ 

“Tt seems that Fiagee, Davis, and others in 
one end of the boat had decided that I should 
die, as, I suppose, being pretty fat, I looked in- 
Viting. Plagge was placed en watch that night, 
but he was missing the next morning, Noone 
saw him go overboard. On the seventeenth 
day William Robinson lay down to sleep. When 
they tried to call nim they found he was dead. 
It was determined to eat his flesh, and William 
Wright, the cook, was ordered to carve the body. 
“Two days after Robinson's death Third En- 
gineer Thomas Hunt died. His body was also 
eut up for food. 

“In about three days,” said Loder, “ the 
limbs and feet of all began to swell, and several 
are now suffering from blood potecning, 

Both Graves and Loder say that they have no 
recollection of the taste of the human flesh so 
great was their mental anguish at the time. 
Their only recollection of taking the flesh is of 
feeling their own blood quicken as it coursed 
through their views.

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THOMAS ALLISON'S RECORD 


A OITIZENS’ CANDIDATE WHO 
HAS PROVED HIS MERIT. 
CasEes IN WHICH HE HAS APPEARED 
FOR THE CITY—HIS RIVAL ON TAM- 

MANY’sS TICKET. 


In casting around for a candidate for Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas the Citizens’ 
Convention hit upon a man whose life’s record 
proves him pre-eminently qualified tor the 
high position, and in nofftinating Thomas Allison 
for the office the convention gave the people ot 
New-York the opportunity to elect a Judge 
who would command the respect of the whole 
community. Although he has never held polit- 
ical position, and has therefore never been con- 
Spicuously before the people, there are few 
lawyers who are better known by the bench 
aud bar of this city, and hie wide acquaintance 
and commendable record have been achieved 
solely in the fleld of professional endeavor. 

Mr. Allison is a native of this city, forty-nine 
vears of of age, and a graduate from its. pubiie 
echools and from the College of the City of 
New-York. Ali of his life has been spent in the 
city. He studied law in the office of ex-Chief 
Justice Edmonds of the Supreme Court, and 
was admitted tothe bar in November, 1861 
Although his father wasa man of wealth, Mr. 
Allison’s independent spirit compelled him to 
reject parental support, and, beginning at the 
very foot of the ladder as an office clerk, he 
steadily and rapialy won his way to a position 
in the front ranks of practicing lawyers. While 
his private practice has included some of the 
most frequently-quoted cases in the books, Mr. 
Allison has won cspecial prominence in mu- 
nicipal law. He has been employed as special 
counsel in cases in which the city was a party 


by every Corporation Counsel from ex-Secretary 

Whitney down to the present time, and that, 

too, although they were all Democrats, and 
. Allison was always a Republican. 

Messrs. Whitney, Andrews, Lacombe, O’Brien, 
and Beekman all employed him to defend the 
city in cases that were under their control. He 
brought the suit in which Hubert O. Thompson 
enjoined Tammany Hall from initiating 167 
new members, and balked Tammany’s scheme 
to control the Presidential nomination in the 
Tilden ry" cele Prior to Edward Cooper's 
election as Mayor he argued against the Public 
Burdens bili before the Senate committee, and 
secured its rejection after it had passed the As- 
sembly. By this bili Tammany Hall ha@ sought 
to legisiate the County Democracy men out of 
tne offices they held in this city and to secure 
the control of these offices. He conducted the 
contest on behalf of E. Henry Lacombe 
for Corporation Counsel against Col. E. P. 
Wood, the appointee of Alderman Kirk, the 
“midnight Mayor,” and won it, He represented 
the city as sole counsel in all the Broadway 
Surface Railroad litigation, and obtained the 
last injunction against the Board of Aldermen 
restraining them from passing the ordinance 
giving the franchise to the Broadway company. 

Mr. Allison represented the city inthe suits 
of the notorious Sbepherd’s Fold, and he won 
the suit of the city against the Twenty-third- 
Street Railway Company to compel that com- 
pany to pay an annual license fee of $50 per car 
and 1 per cent. upon its gross receipts. These 
are a few only of his cases of a public character, 
and his private practice has been even more ex: 
tensive. The Tenth National Bank case, in 
whieh he recovered a judgment for nearly 

400,000; Avery against Willson, Mabie against 

ailey, in re The Third-Avenue Savings Bank— 
in which he acted as counsel for Recorder 
Smyth—and Abernethy against Knight, involv- 
ing intricate points of the law of partnerships, 
are a few of the cases that are familiar to most 
lawyers, in which Mr. Allison was leading or 
only counsel. For nine years he was the head 
of the firm of Allison: & Shaw, but since May, 
1882, he has been alone in practice. For the 
last fourteen years he has been employed al- 
most entirely as counsel to assist in the trial of 
eases by many other lawyers. 

During Mayor Edson’s Administration he was 
asked to permit his name to be sent to the Board 
of Aidermen for approval as Corpuration Coun- 
sel, but declined. Afterward a citizens’ com- 
mittee proposed to nominate him and Edward 
Patterson and William G. Choate for judicial 
offiges, but they ali declined and the movement 
fell tarough, 

These escapes are the only ones Mr. Allison 
has ever had from political office. He was one 
of the six organizers of the Harlem Republican 
Club, was four years Chairman of the Repub- 
lican District Committee,.and one year First 
Vice President of the County Committee, ana 
only the pressure of professional matters upon 
his time bas prevented his greater prominence 
in affairs of public interest. He is a member of 
the Harlem Club. In all of his politics] conduct 
he has ever been with the people against ma- 
chine dominion—even in his own party. If his 
election depended altogether upon the members 
of the bar and judiciary of the city he would 
achieve an overwhelming victory. 

Mr. Henry Bischoff, Jr.. the Tammany nomi- 
nee for this position, is an eminently respect- 
able German, the son of Banker Henry Bischoff. 
He was graduated from the Columbia Law 
School in 1871, and was admitted to the bar 
upon attaining his majority in 1873. Although 
nominaily in practice since that time, his 
father’s wealth has made dependence upon his 

rofession for a livelihood unnecessary, and it 

8 only recently that his practice has begun to 
develop. He became interested with other 
wealthy members of Tammany Hall in the 
Union-Square Bank, and was chosen one of its 
Directors and its counsel. He has appeared in 
several contested will cases before the Surro- 
gate, and has conducted two appeals to the 
General Term, in one of which he secured the 
reversai of a decision of Judge Barrett’s, and in 
the other the reversal of a decision by Judge 
Van Brunt. Ho is a member of several German 
societies. His experience, by comparison with 
Mr. Ailison, can truly be said to be very limited.

t The Signal Service Bureau report indicates. 
Jor to-day, in this city, light rain. 
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The registration of vo.crs closes at 9 
o’clock to-night. A voter whose name is 
not upon the lists before that hour cannot 
cast his ballot at the election of Nov. 5. 
The election of the Citizens’ ticket and the 
defeat of Tammany can be made certain by 
a large registration. It must be remembered 
that the Tammany voters always regis- 
ter. If those who are opposed to Tam- 
many and its methods neglect to regis- 
ter because it is an “off year,” or 
for any other reason, they practically make 
themselves accessories before the fact to any 
misdeeds which that powerful and selfish 
organization may commit through the new 
courage and greater arrogance which a 
victory over its combined opponents would 
give it. The County Democrats and Re- 
publicans far outnumber Tammany. If 
they will register and go to the polls their 
triumph is as sure as the processes of the 
multiplication table. 

There has certainly been a substantial 
gain in the prospects for ballot reform since 
the present political canvass opened, espe- 
cially in this city. All the labor organiza- 
tions, so far as they have spoken, are 
unqualifiedly in its favor. The citizens’ 
meeting of Wednesday night embodied it 
in specific form in its declaration of pur- 
poses, and, more significant still, the Coun- 
ty Democracy Convention of Thursday 
night accepted not only the principle but 
the essential provisions for giving it eftect. 
To declare in favor of a ‘‘ ballot-referm law 
which shallinsure secrecy in voting, pre- 
vent bribery and coercion, and render un- 
necessary the raising of large sums of 
money for political campaigns, and the con- 
sequent assessments upon candidates,” 
would not of itself mean much. Even Gov. 
Hii wight accept such a declaration. But 
the County Democracy proceeds in its res- 
olution thus: “'To secure these ends we are 
jn favor of official” ballots containing the 
‘names of all candidates, to be provided at 
‘the public expense and ugder such safe- 
guards as will prevent the possible disfran- 
chisement of any voters through negligence 
or fraud, and will enable all voters to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage without hindrance 

- or embarrassment.” This pledges one Dem- 
ocratic organization in this city to real bal-

HILL and Tammany. 


The wheat growers who are holding a 
meeting in St. Louis do not accept the 
doctrine of the man who issued the call for 
this convention, that “competition is not 
the safe and honest method of doing busi- 
ness,” They ask that Congress shall take 
“such steps as will destroy the presént ex- 
isting monopolies and Trusts, and prevent 


the formation of others.” And while they 


urge that reciprocity treaties might increase 
the price of the products they sell, they do 
not overlook the possibility of lowering by 
wise legislation the cost of things that they 
must buy. They would have the cost of 
their farming implements reduced by 
the removal of the duties on the raw mate- 
rials used in the manufacture of them. 
They appear to have been misrepresented 
by the person who presides over the -shad- 
owy organization called the Farmers’ Fed- 
eration. If they shall support in politics 
the demands set forth in their resolutions— 
that existing combinations shall be broken 
down by national legislation, and that the 
duties on the raw materials used in making 
farming implements shall be repealed—they 
will exert a force by which legislation must 
be affected.

A Washington dispatch in to-day’s TIMES 
shows that there is a real danger that the 
opponents of MAHONE in Virginia may be 
defeated by an excess of confidence. The 
disrepute of MAHONE has not prevented 
the Administration from coming to his sup- 
port, both openly and covertly. That dis- 
repute has this tactical advantage—that 
nothing MaHONE can do can injure his 
standing among the decent people of his 
own State, and the utter unscrupulousness 
that comes from his disrepute is a formidable 
weapon in such a campaign as he is 
carrying on. The disgrace and the danger 
of his success would be much more than 
local. It would amount to a national 
calamity. He would doubtless be defeated 
on @ full vote, but the danger is that the 
vote may not be full. His opponents can- 
not be too active or too vigilant. They 
have the encouragement of believing that 
his defeat now would probably dispose of 
him permanently as the most mischievous 
factor in the politics of Virginia. 





The action of the County Democratic 
Convention in the Eighth Senatorial Dis- 
trict in declining to unite with Tammany 
in nominating Mr. THomas C, DUNHAM 
was ill-advised, unnatural, and bad poli- 
tics. Mr. DUNHAM overthrew the unspeak- 
able GIBBS and represented that district 
capably and honorably in the Senate of 
1886-8.

MISDIRECTED PARTY ZEAL. 

We are bound to credit Commissioner 
Voornis with sincerity in his protest 
against the indorsement by the County 
Democracy of the Republican candidates on 
the Citizens’ ticket, but it 1s at the expense 
of his reason and judgment as an honest 
Democrat. We can explain his action only 
on the ground of that intense party feeling, 
s0 common among men in and out of active 
politics, which makes it repugnant to them 
to support any candidate, however capable 
and honest, for any public office whatever, 
unless he is of the same political party with 
themselves. It is not that they fear any 
detriment to the public service or deny that 
the result may be a benefit in a particular 
case, but their partisanship is so much a 
matter of emotion that they refuse to be 
guided by judgment. They cease to regard 
the wise and prudent administration of 
public affairs as the object of all politics 
and the aim of all honest party action, and 
come to look upon party itself as the object 
of their allegiance and their devotion as 
citizens. Men of this stamp are found in 
all parties, but most of them are capable of 
making a distinctien between what are and 
what are not political objects. They can 
vote for Directors of a railroad or a manu- 
facturing corporation without reference to 
their politics. 

Commissioner VOORHIS professes to be 
heartily with his political organization in 
its opposition to Tammany Hall, and in its 
estimate of the importance of defeating 
the effort of Tammany to obtain complete 
control of the administration of local 
affairs. If his professions are sincere, what 
are we to think of his judgment? He 
knows that the County Democracy with 
candidates of its own could not hope to 
defeat Tammany. To support such can- 
didates would be to promote the véry de- 
signs which he professes a desire to defeat. 
Would he have a Citizens’ ticket made up 
wholly of Democrats? It would not be a 
Citizens’ ticket in any fair sense of the 
word andit would be as futile as a second 
partisan ticket, and only promote the 
triumph of Tammany. Avowing the prin- 
ciple that he can support only candidates 
who are Democrats, he can hardly claim 
that Republicans should support a Citi- 
zens’ ticket from which men of their own 
party are wholly excluded. In short, he 
could not consistently expect to support 
any Democratic candidate. How then 
would he defeat the Tammany power? He 
cannot do it with another Democratic 
ticket, and it cannot be done with a Re- 
publican ticket. It can be done only with 
candidates whom both Republican and 
Democratic apponents of Tammany are 
alike willicg to support. Mr. VooruHis is 
not reasonable in his partisanship, and it 


Tammany and give it his support directly, 
or to join with his organization in support- 
ing a ticket with which Tammany may be 
defeated. 

It is not the individual case of Mr. Voor- 
His or even of those who follow his personal 
lead that is important, but the general mis- 
direction-of party zeal in matters where it is 
wholly-out of place. Citizens of discretion 
should consider the object of what is called 
local ‘‘political” action. In the party 
sense that object is not political at ail. 
Why is it desirable to check Tammany’s 
increasing power? Because of the peril to 
the efficiency and integrity of an administra- 
tion of affairs which have no relation to 
political principles and party policiés, but 
only to the material welfare of the city. 

Mr. VOORHIS can support FITZGERALD 
for Judge of General Sessions with enthu- 
siasm, but objects to ALLISON for Judge of 
the Common Pleas. Does he pretend that 
ALLISON will not-make as good a Judge as 
FITZGERALD, or that his election will in 
any way affect the principles or the pros- 
pects of the Democratic Party in State or 
Nation? Not at all; but he confesses toa 
kind of partisan bigotry that makes it im- 
possible for him to support a Republican 
simply because he is a Republican. He 
praises CANDA as a candidate for President 
of the Board of Aldermen, but cannot stand 
Bewuamy for Register. He makes no objec- 
tion to BELLAMY’s capacity or integrity or 
fitness for the office, and he cannot pretend 
that having charge of the records of real 
ebtate titles and the instruments affecting 
them is a matter with which the principles 
of political parties have anything to do. 
We confess to some surprise that a man of 
Mr. VooRHIs’s reputation for judgment and 
good sense should show himself so irra- 
tional, and yet we are not willing to im- 
pute to him any lack of sincerity in his 
position, which, so far as it may have in-’ 
fluence, is calculated to defeat the object he 
professes to have at heart. 


MR. ALLISON AND MR. BISCHOFF. 

Our German fellow-citizens will have a 
natural pre-disposition to give their votes 
to Mr. HENRY Biscuorr, Jr., the Tammany 
candidate for the Court of Common Pleas, 
because he is himself of German parentage. 
But we ask them to weigh carefully the 
comparative qualifications of Mr. BIscHorr 
and Mr. THoMAS ALLISON, his opponent 
upon the ticket nominated by the citizens 
and indorsed by the Republicans and 
County Democrats. In another column of 
THE TIMES we print an impartial summary 
of the record these two gentlemen have 
made at the bar, and we hope it will 
be widely read by German-American voters 
before they make up their minds which can- 
didate to support. Not a word can be said 
to the discredit of either candidate. They 
are of excellent character, and there they 
stand equal. But it is in respect to attain- 
ments, to learning in the law, and experi- 
ence in the trying of cases of weight and 
importance that Mr. ALLISON is shown to 
be incomparably the superior of Mr. 
BISCHOFF. 

The one is a lawyer whose knowledge 
and ability have. been repeatedly invoked 
by the city in suits involving large sums of 
money or great municipal interests; whose 
familiarity with the laws governing the 
city has raised him to unusual eminence in 
that branch of practice, and whese ex- 
perience of nearly thirty years at the bar 
has endowed him with an understand- 
ing of the law and a ripeness of judg- 
ment that are reeognized alike by his 
associates and by the bench. The other 
is a@ lawyer only recently established 
in active practice and distinguished above 
the average of the bar by no exceptional 
learning and by few notabletriumphs. Mr. 
ALLISON is a lawyer whose nomination 
suggests a return to the old and honor- 
able traditions of the bench. Of Mr. 
BISCHOFF we can hardly say more than 
that he meets fairly well the lowered 
standard of qualification by which, under 
the elective judiciary system, political 
parties in this city of weak Judges are ac- 
customed to be guided in choosing their 
candidates. 

We ask the German-American voters 
thus carefully to measure the merits 
of these opposing candidates because 
we do not believe they will be con- 
trolled merely by race preference, if 
they are convinced that Mr. ALLISON 
would bean abler and sounder Judge of 
the Court of Common Pieas than Mr. Bis- 
CHOFF. In the performance of their polit- 
ical duties the Germans use a discriminat- 
ing judgment that is one of the highest 
qualities of good citizenship. We do not 
think they can make the candid com- 
parison we ask without reaching the con- 
clusion that Mr. ALLISON’s election far 
more than Mr. BISCHOFF’s would tend to 
restore to the Common Pleas Bench the 
character and ability and dignity which 
have departed from it, and if they reach 
that conclusion we are confident they will 
conscientiously act upon it at the polls. 


THE BENSON RING. 

The case of the Benson ring has for two 
or three years excited the interest of all 
who are familiar with the great frauds 
committed onthe public lands. It has filled 
many pages in the Land Office’s annual 
reports. It has taxed the industry and the 
courage of the keenest of the Land Office’s 
special agents. It has had some sen- 
sational features, for JOHN A. BEN- 
soN, the head of the ring, who 
sought refuge in Denmark after the 
first indictments against him had been 
found, was captured under curious circum- 
stances in Copenhagen and brought home 
by a Marshal of the United States. It has 
been a very interesting case, not only be- 
cause of the very extensive and costly 
frauds involved, but also because of the 
powerful political influence exerted in be- 
half of the defendants and the surprising 
failures of the Government’s prosecuting 
officersin California to make indictments 
free from fatal defects. 

Interest in this case will be increased now 
by the removal by Secretary NOBLE of the 
faithful special agent who has for nearly 
three years been engaged in procuring the 
evidence against the ring. After many 
delays the defendants are soon to be put 
on trial. Just at the time when the testi- 





mony of the chief prosecuting witness 





would be of the greatest value he is dis- 
missed from office, against the protests of 
the Land Commissioner and in; compliance 
with the demands of three Senators of the 
United States, one of whom is counsel for 
the defendants. 

The work of the ring was done in Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Oregon, Colorado, Arizona, 
New-Mexico, Idaho, Montana, Utah, and 
Washington. The ring’s purpose was to 
control all surveying contracts in these 
States and Territories under the deposit 
system, to manufacture settlers’ applications 
for surveys, to file in the effices of the Sur- 
veyors General fictitious field notes of sur- 
veys and alleged surveys, and to draw from 
the public Treasury large sums of money on 
fraudulent accounts. The work was done 
by means of fictitious applications for sur- 
veys, false estimates of Government liabili- 
ty, fictitious and irresponsible bondsmen, 
false witnesses to signatures of deputy sur- 
veyors, fraudulent field notes, false pre- 
liminary and final oaths, approvals by 
Surveyors General, return of fraudulent 
accounts, and fraudulent powers of attor- 
ney. Said the Land Office report for 1887: 

“The principal portion of the contracts were 
let in the names of thirty-four alleged deputy 
surveyors, of whom three were ‘dummies,’ two 
were intimately connected with the Surveyor 
General, who approved the bulk of the con- 
tracts, and the remainder were relatives, part- 
ners, associates, or employés of the head of the 
*syndicate.’ There was paid to the order, or 
purported order, of these thirty-four pretended 
deputy surveyors upward of $1,000,000, all of 
which went into the treasury of the syndicate, 
the parties used as tools being paid stated sal- 
aries for the use of their names and services. 
Every expedient known to legal ingenuity has 
been resorted to by defendants and their con- 


federates to avoid and defeat trials on the in- 
dictments found.” 


' There have been in all seventy-six of 
these indictments and twenty-three civil 
suits, and the legal proceedings have been 
based upon the evidence procured by 
CHARLES F. CONRAD, the special agent 
who has now been pushed out of the 
public service. The Nevada Bank of San 
Francisco holds BENSON’s powers of at- 
torney for surveying claims against the 
Government to the amount of $293,240. 
Bail for BENSON was furnished by Di- 
rectors of that bank, and it was recently 
stated by the Acting Commissioner of the 
Land Office that the same bank was 
“earnestly engaged in the defense” of 
the indicted persons, and had “secured 
as counsel for the defendants the United 
States Senator, the Hon. W. M. StTEwarrt.” 
It also appears that BENSON did some 
surveying of granted lands for the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, and that 
ConrRAD discovered and reported some ir- 
regularities in these transactions. 

A few days after the beginning of Mr. 
HARRISON’s term this special agent, whose 
presence and aid were of the greatest im- 
portance to the prosecution in San Fran- 
cisco, was informed by telegraph that his 
services had been dispensed with. A few 
days later he was reinstated, because of his 
representations as to his connection with 
the suits. On July 20 Secretary NOBLE re- 
ferred to Acting Commissioner STONE “a 
telegram dated San Francisco, 19th inst., 
signed by LELAND STANFORD, W. M. STEW- 
ART, J. P. JonNES, United States Senators; 
C.N. FELTON, W. M. Morrow, T. J. CLUNIE, 
Congressmen, stating that C. F. Conran, 
a@ special agent of this department, is ther- 
oughly unfit for his position. and earnestly 
requesting his immediate removal.” In re- 
sponse the Acting Commissioner said that 
if the department desired to prosecute the 
pending cases the services of CONRAD 
could not, ‘‘ in justice to Government inter- 
ests, be dispensed with.” But on Aug. 2 
the agent was again dismissed. A few days 
later he was restored to the service and 
sent back to California. On the 9th inst. 
he was removed once more, and finally, and

Secretary NOBLE admits that CoNRAD 
had done good service and had caused the 
indictments to be found, but explains that 
his first dismissal was due primarily to the 
exhaustion of an appropriation, although 
charges against him had been presented.

But after the last reinstate- 
ment of ConrapD the Secretary discovered, 
he says, that the agent had misled him 
as to the value of his knowledge 
of the case. He learned also that 
ConraD had “ suspicions,” and he advised 
him “ to hire a hall and exhibit them.” At 
the very end, after the agent’s tinal re- 
moval, the Secretary told him, as he now 
admits, that he must ‘go back to San. Fran- 
cisco net as an Officer, ‘‘ but as a witness, if 
anybody will believe you.” Itis admitted, 
we suppose, that CONRAD is an important 
witness for the prosecution. The Secretary’s 
unconcealed desire to discredit his testi- 
meny before the trial takes from his ex- 
planation some of the weight it otherwise 
might have and leaves it wholly inade- 
quate. 


THE MURDERERS OF CRONIN, 
The opening address of the prosecuting 








} counsel to the jury in the case of CRONIN 


puts together, ina clear and orderly way, 
facts which have, for the most part, been 
made known before, but made known in 
fragments. When brought together they 
make a very deep and sinister impression. 
Whether, assuming that they will be proved, 
they will suffice to convict the persons on 
trial is a question into which it is not neces- 
sary to enter. They suffice, at all events, to 
point one or two instructive morals. 

It has been made abundantly manifest 
that the Clan-na-Gael is a criminal organi- 
zation, and that its leaders and many of its 
members have no scruples whatever regard- 
ing the means they use in pursuing the end 
of “freeing Ireland,” by collecting large 
sams of money from Irish-Americans, con- 
cerning which they make no satisfactory 
accounting, Their plausible reason for re- 
fusing to make such an accounting is that 
the money is used in the commission 
of murder, arson, and other felonies 
in England, and that gentlemen en- 
gaged in these practices impair their 
usefulness and imperil their liberty if they 


permit the details of their work to be made | 
known. The subscribers to the funds of the } 
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personsif they are satisfied with the return 
of outrages in England which they have re- 
ceived for their money. The only crime 
that is really fastened upon the organiza- 
tion was committed on American soil, and 
consisted in the murder of a man who had 
shown an indelicate curiosity as to what its 
leaders were doing with the money they 
had collected. 

Nobody can possibly doubt that Cronin 
was murdered by members of the Clan-na- 
Gael, at the instigation of its leaders, be- 
cause his inquisitiveness had grown weari- 
some and threatened to be injurious to 
them. The only question on trial at Chi- 
cago is whether the right persons have 
been chosen,. and whether legal proof can 
be had te fix upon them the criminal re- 
sponsibility that evidently belongs to the 
order of which they are members. How- 
ever that may be, the factis already clear 
that the Clan-na-Gael is, to all intents 
and purposes, a gang of criminals 
It is even avowedly a gang of 
criminals, and its plea that the crimes it 
exists to perpetrate are committed in a for- 
eign country, is an insult to public decency. 
Conspiracies to murder Englishmen in Eng- 
land and to destroy their property ought to 
be equally punishable with conspiracies 
aimed at Americans in America. It is a re- 
proach to our civilization that such con- 
spiracies should be hatched and carried on 
here. But this plea is as false as it is worth- 
less. The annals of the Parnell Commission 
show that the British Government finds no 
difficulty in keeping itself informed of the 
doings of these bodies through spies against 
whom the leaders of the gang make a 
great outcry, but who are really not 
more contemptible than these leaders 
themselves. The existence of these 
societies furnishes a theme for the in- 
dignation of British journalists, but the 
British Government does not trouble itself 
much about them. That Government is 
aware that the objective point of these 
societies is not the lives of Englishmen, but 
the pockets of Irish-Americans, and that, 
under pretense of being murderers and in- 
cendiaries, the leaders of them are merely 
swindlers, who resort to murder only when 
their swindling operations are obstructed. 
In all this there is no reason why the British 
Government should bestir itself to break 
up these societies, but there is every reason 
why the authorities in this country should 
do so, for it is this country that the dis- 
grace and, as the murder of CRONIN shows, 
the danger also of these organizations 
affects, 

The spectacle furnished by the dupes of 
the swindlersis not encouraging, and it is 
the more discouraging because the exist- 
ence of one swindler implies that of many 
dupes. A man who pays over hard-earned 
money in the hope that it will be used to 
procure the death of some person to him un- 
known, or the destruction of that person’s 
property, does not rank high in the scale 
of being. He is, in fact, a'mere savage, and 
is an element'of danger to any community 
of which hemay bea member. Theswindler 
whose dupe he isis a much more dangerous 
person still, since presumably he has more 
intelligence and more influence. If he be 
an American citizen he is ostensibly en- 
gaged in treason to his adopted country by 
wazing private war against a nation with 
which it is at peace. He violates his oath 
of allegiance as much in concocting plots 
against foreign Governments as in concoct- 
ing plots in their interest. In fact, the pro- 
fessional Irishman is a very noxious creat- 
ure, and the sooner he is suppressed and 
disceuraged by all Americans the better it 
will be for everybody concerned. The dis- 
closures of the Cronin case tend to exhibit 
him before the country as he really is, and 
by this effect of it the murder of the un- 
fortunate man may work a great public 
benefit.

A THREE DAYS’ BATTLE, 


The British steamer England arrived in port 
yesterday after a hard shaking up at sea, and 
her officers report that the waves washed every- 
thing fore and aft, and attimes it was feared 
that the bridge would be carried away. The 
England is commanded by Capt. Herley, and 
bad on board a cargo of soda and 
potash. For the greater part of the blow 


the vessel ran with seas striking her a little on 
one bow, and as great mountainous walls of 
water rose before her, she plunged into them 
head first, the masses of water —T aboard 
and careening the ship heavily upon her side. 
The vessel behaved nobly, rising after each 
shock and trembling on the top of an immense 
crest, only to plunge and rise again. 
Fop three days she battled heavily with 
the seas, but the cool management of her 
officers kept her steadily to her work. As 
the vessel neared the coast, the seas appeared 
to abate somewhat, so that for the last 200 
tiles of her run an opportunity was offered to 
get the fixings about the decks again in ship- 
shape order. .On arriving in port the England 
anchored off Bedlow’s Island, just below the 
Communipaw flats. 

Capt. Herley expects to sail inside of a week, 
clearing for Liverpool with a general cargo 
and some 600 or 700 cattle on the main and 
upper decks. The England brought over with 
her &@ complement of 150 passengers and 
crew. The vessel is not a regular passenger 
ship at present, though she has performed 
such duty in years gone by. She is now proper- 
ly a freight steamer, but even the freight steam- 
ers are catching considerable of the transat- 
lantic passenger trade of late. The officers and 
crew of the England are pretty badlyjshaken up 
as a result of their recent experience.

The Prohibitionists turned out in full force at 
their ratification meeting, held in Chickering 
Hall last evening. William T. Wardwell pre- 
sided in the place of Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, who 
was unable to be present on account of illness.

National Committee, was then introduced. He 
said the missions of the two great parties had 
been accomplished, and the Prohibition Party 
was in good shape to rapidly rise and take 
their place.

THIS WAS A NOVEL SUIT. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 25 —The Court of Ap. 
peals has just decided a strange suit in regard. 
to the enforcement of a promise for the cessa- 
tion of the tobacco habit. April, 1880, Mrs. 
Sallie D. Stemmons of Bourbon County made an 
agreement in fwriting with her step-grandson, 


Albert R. Talbott, that she would give him $500 
if he would never take another chew of to- 
bacco or smoke another cigar from that time 
until her death. At the same time the grandson 
stipulated to refund double that amount to his 
mother if he at any time within the prescribed 
perioa violated the agreement. 

The grandmother died in February, 1887, and 
as he fulfilled the conditions of his agreement 
and was never paid a cent, Talbott instituted 
suit for the recovery of the money from Thomas 
H. Clay, the executor of the estate. It was 
claimed that the condition was not sufficient in 
law to make the contract valid, and the lower 
court gave judgment against Talbott. On ap- 
peal the case was decided in the Supreme Court 
and reversed, and again appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, which decides that Talbott fulfilled 
a plain contract, and is entitled to the money.

“The Council has recently received two generous 
gifts from members of the association for the ben- 
efit of the Harvard Law School, one of $1,000, 
Yraised by subscription in the association, for the 
purpose of increasing the instruction given in con- 
stitutional law during the academic year of 1888-9; 
the other of $500 from Charles C, Beaman of the 
New-York bar to establish an annual prize of $100 
for five years for the best law essay_ to 
be written by some member of the Law School. Two 
annual prizes have already been awarded, one of 
$100 in June, 1888, from the funds of the associa- 
tion, and the other in June, 1889, from the gift of 
Mr. Beaman. The Council has also voted to give 
the school from its own funds the sum of $1,000 tor 
the purpose of increasing the instruction in consti- 
tutional law during the academic year of 1889-90.”

‘EMILE AUGIER. 

France has lost one of its greatest dramatists 
in the death of Emile Augier, which is an- 
nounced by cable this morning. As a poet he 
may have his equal among the younger drama- 
tiste, such as Bornier and Richepin, whose 
works have lately ‘ passed” into the repertory 
of the national theatre; Sardou easily supasses 
him in technical stage craft, but there is no one 
in sight, not even the younger Dumas, who 
equals him as a student of human nature, a sat- 
irist of French traits apd foibles. The wit of 
his best comedies is as pungent, brilliant, and 
fascinating as that of Sheridan and Farquhar. 
He can hardly be gg foe with the greatest 
of all British wits, William Congreve, whose . 
only possibie equal on the French stage is 
Moliére. 
For a long time the voice of Augier has not 
been heard in the theatre, except in occasional 
revivals of his famous works. His last play 
was “Les Fourchambaalt,” 1878. He is not 
60 well known in English-speaking countries as 
mapy far inferior French dramatists, Dennery, 
for instance, for the plays of Augier have defied 
the ‘“‘adapter.” ‘‘ Maitre Guerin” and “Le Fils 
de Giboyer” have been left untouched, or at 
least there is no record of any attempt to trans- 
plant them in British soil py the Monerieffs 
and Boucicaults. Some of their materials may 
have been used by English playwrights. 
“L’Aventuriére,” ‘Le Gendre de M. Poirier,” 
and ‘Les Fourchambault” have been “adapt- 
ed,” to be sure, but T. W. Robertson’s frittering, 
sentimental “Home” is a feeble imitation of 
that splendidly eloquent drama in which Clo- 
rinde and Annibal figure. “Home” is stale and 
out of date in twenty years after its first hear- 
ing; no one is likely to use it again now that 
Wallack and Sothern are dead, while “L’Aven- 
turiére” is as fresh and bright in color as it was 
in 1848. It has the breadth, vigor, and sim- 
plicity of aclassic. The delicate wit of * Poiri- 
er’s Son-in-Law,” its atmosphere, and simplicity 
alike defied the adapter, and **The Fourcham- 
baults” could not be tinkered ‘into an English 
success. All this proves, perhaps, that the 
writings of Augier belong exclusively to France... 

In this city, quite lately, cultivated play- 
goers, had a tine opportunity to observe the 
brilliant eifect of Augier’s comedies when 
played by comedians in sympathy with their 
author. Constant Coquelin, with very credit- 
able assistance from his associate actors, &D- 
peared here in “ L’Aventuriére.” “Le Gendre 
de M, Poirier,” and “* Mile. de la Seigliére.” The 
two last-named plays were written in collabora- 
tion with Jules Sandeau. I[n the authorship of 
eight of his plays Augier had a partner. 

mile Augier was born at Valence, Sept. 17, 

1820. His first play, a two-act piece in verse, 
called “La Cigue,” founded remotely on the 
classic models, but written with a treeaom of 
style which indicates the influence of Victor 
Hugo, was produced in 1844 at the Odéon, 
after passing through the usual forms of pres- 
entation, examination, and lite rejection at 
the House of Molitre. Brander Matthews, in 
his able essays on the French drama, finds 
traces of the influence of Ponsard, Musset, 
Hugo, and Balzac in Augier’s style at 
various periods of his career, but 
says that these influences were unconsciously 
followed. No French dramatist is more original ' 
than Augier. Dumas’s precious “ La Dame aux 
Camellias” set the style which is followed in 
‘“* Le Mariage @’Olympe,” (1855,) but Augier dia 
not like this piece in his later years, and only a 
few months ago refused to permit it to “ pase’ 
into the repertory of the Comédie Francaise. 
**Maitre Guerin,” a play which is balzac-like tn 
the minuteness and truth of its characteriza- 
tion, has lately had a notable revival on that 
stage. ‘‘Le Fils de Giboyer” was produced in 
1862, “ Maitre Guerin” in 1864, ‘*La Contagion,” 
1866, “ Paul Forestier.” 1868; “Jean de Thom- 
meray,” (from Sandeau’s romance,) 1873; “Mme. 
Caverlet,” 1876. In 1876 Augier wrote a piece 
called “ Le Prix Martin” in collaboration with 
Labiche, which was tried, without great success, 
at the Palais Royal. The ar ee gyre was not 
& happy one. Augier published a number of 
volumes of verse and some political essays. He 
was @ member of the Academy, and was “dec- 
orated,” under the Third Empire, with all the 
titles and badges that a man of letters of the 
highest esteem can possibly desire to make him 
feel that his country appreciates him. 


JEREMIAH McGUIRE. 

Jeremiah McGuire, one of the foremost law 
yers and an ex-Speaker of the Assembly, die& 
at his residence in Elmira, N. Y., yesterday 
morning. Mr. McGuire was born of Irish 
parents In the Isle of Man, in 1823, and came 
to this country when seven years old. From 
childhood to man’s estate he worked on a farm 

n the town of Hector, Schuyler County, and 
not until several years after he had obtained 
ihis majority dia he begin the study of law with 
H. B. Jackson, In Havana, N. Y. His aptituad 
. for that profession, and his great intellect, mar. 
velous memory, and quick grasp of the knotty 
problems of law soon gave himaname and 
clientage in his profession through New-York 
and other states. 

In 1873 he served one term as Member of As- 
sembly from Schuyler County. At the close of 
his termin the Legislature he became a resi- 
dent of Elmira, associating himself with the 
late Erastus P. Hart and Samuel C. Tabor. In 
1875 be was member of Assembly from Che- 
mung County, and was elected Speaker of that 
body. It was during his term as Speaker that 
he showed his great antagonism to Gov. Tilden, 
which was the beginning of an internecine con- 
test of the Democratic Party, which eventually 
became split into the Tilden and Kelly factions, 
Mr. McGuire and the late 8. T. Arnot of Elmira 
becoming leaders in the cause of the latter. He 
presided at the great Kelly meeting in Elmira, 
when John Kelly, S. 5. Cox, Chariie Walker, 
John McDougal of Hornelisville, and Senator 
T. F. Grady, and Gen. Magee of Watkins made 
speeches. This was stored against him when 
he ran for Congress in 1886, being badly beaten 
by T. 8. Flood. For the past year he had been 
in failing health, paralysis of the throat being 
his trouble. 

Mr. McGuire’s wife and daughter survive him. 


JOHN M. MINTOSH. 

John M. McIntosh, a well-known druggist and 
pharmacist of this city, died suddenly Thursday 
evening at his residence, 43 Sixth-avenue. He 
had been suffering for several years from 
atrophy of the muscles, but was not considered 
dangerously ill. About 7 o’clock Thursday 
evening he sat down in the rear of the drug 
store, and died without the slightest struggle, 
not even changing his position in the chair. 


The cause of his death was heart failure. Mr. 
MeIntoch was in the forty-ninth year of his 
age, and was a native of New-Glasgow, N. 8. 
He came to New-York City when a lad, and be- 

an life as a drug clerk on the east side. 
Feenty-six years ago he bought out the drug 
stand and apothecary shop at 43 Sixth-avenue, 
where he continued to do business and to reside 
until his death. 

Mr. McIntosh was President of the Carter 
Medicine bey my 57 Murray-street, and 
Secretary of the Sutro Tunnel rat 171 
Broadway. He was also a stockholdar in the 
Lyceum Theatre,having been connected with Mr. 
Brent Good and Mr. Steele Mackaye in building 
that place of amusement.

There were fun and blood ¢a‘ore in the Eighth 
fenatorial District last night. Both Tammany 
and the County Democracy held their conven- 
tions for the nomination of candidates to run 
against the Republican nominee, Lispenari 
Stewart.

Lonpon, Oct. 25.—Mr. Michael Davitt re- 
sumed his address before the Parnell Commis- 
‘sion to-day. He said the landlord system in 
Ireland should be abolished and the land be 
vested in the State. Eighth-tenths of the 
money which came from America for the sup- 
port of the Irish cause, he declared, came from 
Irish workingmen and workingwomen. 

Mr. Davitt denied that there was any alliance 
between the League and the revolutionary or- 
ganizations in Ireland. He said that Mr. Hous- 
ton, Secretary of the Loyal and Patriotic Union, 
and his accomplices knew that the letters al- 
leged to have been written by Mr. Parnell, 
wh ichwere printed in the London Times, were 
forgeries before Pigott went into the witness 
box, and that it had come to his (Davitt’s) 
knowledge that Pigott had confessed that fact 
‘prior to his testifying for the Times. 

Chief Justice Hannen interrupted the speaker 
at this point, saying that the commission could 
not accept such a statement without evidence 
being proaeess to support it. 

Mr. Davitt did not press the point, but gtated 
that the allegation would be again made and 
proved later on. He sasd further that, the 
alle secret.circulars, produced by the Times 
to show that the League was a revolutionary 
organization, were forgeries. He proceeded to 
point out that Mr. Parnell, and not he, formed 
the Land League in America. Caron, he 
declared, had failed to prove the assertion that 
the Clan-na-Gael managed Mr. Parnell’s tour 
in America. No money collectea in America 
had ever been intended to assist armed re- 
bellion in Ireland.

SAMOAN FACTIONS FIGHTING. 

SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Oct. 25.—Advices received 
here from Apia, under date of Oct. 15, state 
that a battle is reported to have taken place on 
the Island of Savaii between forces of Malietoa 
and Tamasese. Three hundred men were en- 
gaged on each side. Several were killed and a 
number wounded. Which party won the vic- 
tory is not known. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The cable dispatch 
from Sydney of a reported engagement between 
the forces of Malietoa and Tamasese was shown 
to-day to a State Department official. He said 
that on the face of it the report was startling, 
but that the importance of the report would be 
modified by the relative importance of for- 
eign interests in Savaii. It might be 
that there was nothing at all in 
the conflict that would call for foreign consid- 
eration. It might be merely a local riog, without 
international significance of any kind. In any 
event the report, if true, demonstrated that 
Malietoa and Tamasese were not dwelling 
together in such harmonious relations and am- 
Ditions as had been stated. The department 
had no information on the subject bur ee gg 

An examination of the correspondence and 
reports upon the Samoan matter, with accom- 
panying maps, showed that there were no 
American 1nterests at all on the island of Savaii, 
and that those of England and Germany were 
inconsiderable compared to those on Fortuila, 
upon which Apia is situated.

MORE WITH THE PRINCIPALS. 


BAutrmmore, Oct. 25.—The United States man- 
of-war Galena, Rear Adimiral Gherardi com- 
manding, arrived in the harbor from Navassa 
Island late this afternoon and achored off Fort 
McHenry. She had on board nine Navassa 
negroes, eight of whom were engaged in 
the murderous riots on the island of 
Navassa recently, six of them _ be- 
ing the instigators and perpetrators 
of the murders of the white bosses. The names 
of these latter six are Albert Jones, the chief of 
the lot, whose home is in Philadelphia; Amos 
Leé of Georgetown, D. C.; Thomas Welch, 
Washington, D. C.; George Singleton Keys of 
Washington, Henry Jones of Greensborough, 
West Va., and James Philips of Baltimore. 

Robert Downs and William James, bdoth.of 
Baltimore, are also in the party, but they are 
not deeply involved in the trouble. On the 
voyage from Navassa Admiral Gherardi kept 
these two separated from the six ringleaders, 
They will be used as witnesses, The ninth 
man is George Ward of Wilmington, 
Del, but he is in no way = impl- 
cated. He was the cook on the island, 
and was taken aboard the Galena to look 
after the nrmeneve. When word was received 
that the Galena was in port, District Attorney 
Thomas G. Hayes, Chief United States Deputy 
Marshal Isaac,;and several other ofilcials 
boarded a tug and went to the war ship, and 
after an exchange of the proper official papers, 
the prisoners were put aboard the tug and taken 
Ww, to the Baltimore jail. Lee, Keys, Jones, and 

elch are acoused of murder, Albert Jones and 
Phillips with mutiny and intent to kill. 

The Galena sailed from Navassa Oct. 10. 
When she arrived at Navassa the British war 
vessel Forward was already there, and her 
timely coming probably saved the lives of the 
remaining six white men.

DEMOCRATIC AND REPUBLICAN ORATORS

There was fun in Harlem last night for the 
Paopulace.

The 
crowd in the street liked the band too well to 
submit to its giving way to speech makers, 
They howled for musio, and got it until nearly 
9 o’clock, when the party leaders on both sides 
of the street flecided to settle down to business. 

At this fully three-quarters of the crowd re- 
sumed their interrupted promenades. The 
other quarter, about five hundred strong, mani- 
fested a most impartial spirit. They would 
isten for five minutes to the doctrines of 

emocracy, and then meander across the street 
to be told that all they had previously heard 
was @ delusion and a snare. Long before 10 
o’clock the orators ceased speaking, for the 
crowd had melted away.

EXOITEMENT Al FORT. PIERRE. 


THE SETTLERS HAVE NO RIGHT TO THE 
LAND AND MUST LEAVE. 


PIERRE, Dakota, Oot. 25.—Intense excitement 
prevails over at Fort Pierre across the river 
from this place, caused by private advices be- 
ing received from officials of the Interior De- 
partment, which state that the people over 
there have no recognizable right to the land on 
which they are settled. 

The land where the town is situated belongs’ 
to the Government, and will be opened for set- 


tlement in. the same manner as the rest of the 
reservation lands, provided, however, that the 
Northwestern Rauroad Companydoes not accept 
the mile square on conditions heretofore agreed 
to between the ey. and the Government. 

The dispatcherf also say that the company is 
certain to take the land, as it has recently 
signified its intention of so doing, and that 
the land that it wants is that on whicn the 
fort settlers are located. 

he information clearly states that in either 
case the settiers will be compelled to vacate the 
reservation and come across the er after the 
President issues his proclamation. The mili- 
tary authorities have been notified to prepare 
to compel the settlers to vacate at any time. 

In this connection it was learned three days 
ago that there were several parties of boomers 
over on the reservation who intended to re- 
main the entire Winter. 

Three families of poor Germans who had 
come from Paris, Ill, to locate were found by 
Indian police in a horrible state of destitution, 
and had they been allowed to stay on the land 
they would have been starved before Spring. 
‘One family, sorene by name, had already lost 

one .child, and two more were in & precarious 
condition from lack of proper nourishment. 
The three families were taken to the ranch of 
an Indian some miles down the river, where 
“they are being properly cured for, and when 
they are in .a condition to travel, will be brought 
“pack from the reservation. 





MAY STOP THE ELEOTRIO CARS. 

Judge Lacombe of the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday handed down a decision in the

The 
Blectrie Accumulator boner get | secured an in- 
junction in April preventing the Julien Com- 
pany from using secondary batteries, which, it 
claimed, infringed its patents. it brought suit 
to obtain another injunction restraining the 
Julien Company trom using what it was claimed 
were modifications of the methods of making 
Secu batteries, devised after the April in- 
junction. 

Its first claim, which was upheld by Ju 
Coxe, was the right to apply the aotive layer to 
the plates in the form of ao paste before their 
immersion in the battery fluid. Judge Lacombe 
decides that the Julten Company infringes on 
this claim by plying an active material con- 
taining over 10 per cent. of fluid; by mixing 
dry powder with 21 per cent. of fluid, and then 
applying it to the plates by hydraulic pressure, 
or by forcing absolutely dry powder into the 
interstices of the plates, and then moistening 
with the fluid before immersing the plates in 
the battery fluid. He, however, decides that the 
Julien mpany’s fourth method, in which a 
perfectly ,dry powder is compacted pen the 

ate by fuse pressure and no fluid is 
added until the plate oes into usein the bat-

The undersigned, acting as Committee in 
your behalf, have considered the plan of re- 
organization formulated by the Executive 
Committee of the Railway Company, and 
regret that they are unable to recommend 
it to you for acceptance. 

Under it you are called upon to give up 2 
per cent. interest per annum upon your 
bonds, receiving nothing in xchange be- 
yond priority of interest over all other 
bonds for five years, but how even this is to 
be secured to you is not stated. 

For your over-due interest to June 1, 

1889, amounting 161g per cent., you are to 
receive in cash 31, per cent., in 4 per cent. 
bonds 342 per cent., and the balance in pre- 
ferred stock. 
The plan contemplates fixed charges of 
$2,074,320. Inasmuch as the major part of 
the earnings is derived from the operation 
of that part of the property upon which 
your bonds are a first lien, it would seem 
that if reliance can be placed upon this 
estimate of net earnings, no sufficient rea- 
son is offered why you should forego your 
full rate of interest of seven per cent. 
Recognizing, however, the desirability of 
maintaining the property, if possible, in its 
integrity, your Committee have been and 
still are in favor of recommending to you 
that you should forego a portion of the 
agreed rate of 7 per cent. upon your bonds 
provided you could obtain such additional 
security as would be a reasonable equiva- 
lent for the sacrifice, and provided, also, 
that something in lieu of the diminution of 
interest should be given to youin junior 
securities, which would inure to your ben- 
efit in case of future increase in the earning 
capacity of the property.

comes with particularly bad grace from the 
Windy City in the present month. It was in 
October that Chicago was burned down and be- 
fore the month was over New-York City had 
demonstrated very clearly its capacity for rais- 
ing a big sum of money in a very short 
time.

The Veter- 
inary Surgeon ofthe Board of Health yester- 
day told a TIMES reporter that. fifteen cases of 
the disease had been brought to his notice. Five 
horses suffering from the disease had been killed, 
aud the others have been safely quarantined.

The board has prohibited the uee of all public 
watering troughs situated in the streets of the 
villages in the county.

THE OITY’S MONEY. 


ALLOWANOES MADE TO THE LAW AND 
STREET-CLEANING DEPARTMENTS. 
The estimates for the Law Department Were 


‘first taken up by the Board of Estimate and 


Apportionment yesterday. The allowance for 
this year was $216,554, and Corporation Coun- 
sel Clark asked for about the same sum, but 
included in his estimates an item fora deficiency 
in contingent counsel fees, amounting to 
$15,000, left from Corporation Counsel Beek- 
man’s administration. Mayor Grant scrutinized 
Mr. Clark’s figures closely. Controller Myers 
thought that Mr. Clark asked too much when 
he asked $30,000 for contingent counsel fees, 
and opjected to that estimate. 

Mr. Clark said that Mr. Beekman had spent 
$45,000 for the same purpose, and that nearly 
the whole of the sum he asked for would be 
necessary to pay the fees of James C. Carter to 
defend the city in the aqueduct cases. Mr. 
Clark said that Mr. Carter was now the only 


special counsel retained, and urged that he (the 
Corporation Counsel) should not be hampered in 
the conduct of his office by any economy that 
mieht prove unwise. The Mayor told Mr. 
Ciark that he expected him to run the office at 
a less cost than his predecessor did. Mr. Cole- 
man said that when Mr. Clark took the office 
he found “everythfag false all the way 
through.” Controller Myers said thatif Mr. 
Beekman had spent money fur useless laws 
that was no reason why Mr. Clark should be 
allowed to do the same. Mr. Clark replied that 
he haa doné nothing of the kind and added that 
Mr. Carter was the only special counsel he had 
retained. ° é 

** Maybe,” he said, ‘“‘ you would like to see the 
list of nobodies Mr. Beekman spent the money 
of the city upon ?” 

Twenty-five thousand dollars was allowed, 
after more debate, but this may be increased. 
Twelve thousand dollars was allowed for the 
Corporation Counsel’s salary, $97,000 for sal- 
aries of assistant clerks, $18,000 for contin- 
gencies, $5,000 for procuring evidence as ‘to 
new parks land, $14,75v for the bureau of the 
Corporation Attorney, $11,800 for the bureau 
of the Public Administrator, $6,950 for the 
Bureau for Collection of Arrears of Personal 
Taxes, $6,000 for street-opening proceedings, 
The total allowance was $196,500, 

The Department of Street Cleaning was next: 
taken up. There was asked for $1,434,860, 
with $215,000 additional for extra plunt to 
take the place of the contract system. The 
totai estimate footed up $1,649,000, For ad- 
ministration $118,800 was asked and $118,000 
allowea; for sweeping streets $400.000 was 
asked and $360,000 allowed; for carting ma- 
terial $550,000 was asked and $450,000 al- 
lowed; for removal of snow and ice $60,000 
was asked and $25,000 allowed; for disposition 
ot refuse $265,000 was asked and $100,000 al- 
lowed; for new stock $25,000 was asked and 
$12,000 allowed; for rental and contingencies 
$16,000 was asked and allowed; total, $1,221,- 
000. The board adjourned until Tuesday.

AHTHR HENDRIX’S PLACE. 


TWO BROOKLYN REPUBLICANS 
HURRY TO BE POSTMASTER. 


The men who are managing the Republican 
canvass in Brooklyn have been using every ex- 
ertion during the past week to have a new Post- 
master appointed at once. The two candidates 
for Mr. Hendrix’s place—William J. Taylor and 
James 8. Case—have sent delegates to Washing- 
ton, and have been in daily communication with 
influential people there. 

Their activity, backed up by statements from 
headquarters, gave rise to a rumor yesterduy 
that Postmaster Hendrix had been asked to 
resign. This the politicians received with every 
evidence of delight, as none of them had ex- 
pected such news until long after election. 

Word was received from President Harrison

HUNTERS AND FISHERMEN 


NEWS FROM THE RIVERS, 
MARSHES, AND UPLANDS. 
BLACK BASS STILL SCARCE—QUAIL NOT 
VERY NUMEROUS, BUT RABBITS 
PLENTY AND SNIPE STILL FOUND. 


Bass anglers have been maintaining of late 

that the usual Autumn run of their favorite 
game fish has not taken place yet, and just as 
stoutly assert their convictions that some fine 
cool morning the residents along the river will 
wake up and find the water boiling with them. 
The past week had one or two good bass days, 
but for the most part the weather was not fa- 
vorable for the fish and decidedly uncomfort- 
able for the anglers. Indeed, the urchins who 
are accustomed to dangle their bare feet over 
the stringpieces of the docks and work with 
hand lines for black fish ahd tomcods were 
compelled to draw their toes up under them 
and shivered as the raw air blew across the 
river. 
» Afew scattering bass have been caught off 
Fort Washington and Inwood, but they run 
sma)! in size, and appeared more like pan fish 
than the king of the bass family. A like word 
comes from the other resorts of the fish. Along 
the Staten Island shore fishing has been poor, 
and the trollers did not catch any big fellows. 
At Staniford bass continue to be caught. In- 
deed, there has been remarkably good fishing 
there allSummer for bass, and some very nice 
fish have been secured. The Fishing Club there 
has been very successful this season. 

White worms have proved excellent bait for 
bass along the Hudson, and if the long-looked- 
for run does come they will be found the most 
tempting lure. 

Some of the fine-fishing to be hadin Florida can 
be imagined from the following scores, received 
from Corinado Beach, near New-Smyrna. The 
fishing was done on Sept. 21 and the species 
taken were channel bass or red-fish. The party 
included five anglers of skill. Mr. Adams 
caught 12 bass, which aggregated in weight 237 
pounds; Mr. Austin, 12 bass, 263 pounds: Mr. 
Lancaster, 5 fish, 86 pounds; Mr. S8t. Clair 
Abrams, 4 fish, 69 pounds, and Mr. Gardner, 5 
bass, 112 pounds. It will be seen from the 
score that 33 fish were caught which weighed 
767 pounds. The fish which were uninjured by 
the hook were, after being weighet, thrown 
back into the water, as the anglers would find it 
difticult in that land of fish to get rid of their 
catch. 

Active preparations are now in order with the 
gunners who are fond of rabbit and quail shoot- 
ing, as ou Nov. 1 the protecting wing of the law 
is removed end the broods of small game are 
left atthe mercy of the sportsmen. A good 
many crack shots never think of going out for 
game till quail time comes. They are the ones 
now removing the olled ragsfrom their gun 
barrels and losding up shells with new 
powder and shot. Election day is practically 
the opening of the season, as hundreds take aa- 
vantage of the holiday to have a go at the birds 
and rabbits. New-Jersey is a favorite stamping 
ground, and trains are loaded with the hunters 
on election day. Baggage cars are filled with 
rabbit hounds and bird dogs. The rush out on 
Long Island is equally as great. 

The prospects for quail this year are not very 
encouragiug. The rainy weather during nest- 
ing time was so continuous that the eggs became 
chilled, and even the young were destroyed 
The farmers on Long Island have not heard the 
cheerful notes of the quail nearly so often as 
usual this Summer. Covies that have been put 
up recently are said to be small. 

Rabbits will probably be found just about as 
abundant asever. ‘the weather did not affect 
them much, and, indeed, they are so prolific 
that a spell of bad weather would have no effect. 

Ducks are still holding off from the Great 
South Bay, and it is probable that the late 
shooting will be much better than the early. 
Broadbills, which usually fly in the bay in large 
numbers, are quite rare.. A big storm is needed 
to make the duck hunting good. Dark, rough 
weatner, just after a big northeaster, is the ideal 
duck weather. 

Down in the Chesapeake region the shooting 
is much better than here, Nice strings are 
brought in daily. Cauvasbacks, however, 
have not been as avundant as usual. As long 
as the wild celery holds out the duck shooting 
will continue fine in that region. 

Quite anumber of teal and mallards have 
been shot during the week on the small fresb- 
water ponds of New-Jersey. Woodcock are 
still found in Northern New-Jersey. 

Snipe sbooting is practically over, though a 
few stray birds may be met even yet. The 
flights were late this Fall, and until within a 
day or two there has been more or less success 
to the snipe gunners. The old hunters say that 
the snipe were more abundant than usual in 
several localities in New Jersey. Not over a 
week ago the marshes were visited by robin’ 
snipe and the bigger English snipe. 

Hunting for squirrels is also about over a8 a 
special pastime. Tney are through with the 
nut trees, and are beginning to hug their nests 
and retreats in holiow trees. On sunny days 
the quail shooters will occasionally knock one 
from the top of atree. There has been some 
pretty squirrel shooting in Pennsylvania. -At 
Renova the inhabitants were astonished one 
moroing to awake and find the woods full of 
blacks andreds. They were on a migrating 
tour, such as squirrels sometimes indulge in. It 
is estimated that athousand were shot near 
Renova. In other parts of the State they were 
also found in goodly numbers, and the hunters 
who went down on Long Island for the most 
part reported good luck, 

The grouse shooting in Maine, the Adiron- 
dacks, and Pennsylvania is very good, and 
proved much better than was prophesied at the 
beginning of September. 

‘o those who cannot take time to go out of 
the city to gratify their shooting desires, the 
Bowery is becoming quite a field for gunners, 
The game is varied, and by paying one’s money 
a choice is offered at birds, squirrels, deer, and 
even larger game. The competition between 
the owners of half a dozen shooting galleries 
has caused @ great advance in the facilities of 
the places. In oneaforestis represented, and 
up the trees tin mice and flying squirrels run in 
regular order. Birds at regular intervals shoot 
through the air, requiring no little skill to bring 
them down. At another large shooting galiery 
two cliffs are pictured, and across them tigers 
jump one after the other, making fair targets 
for the rifle. Indians chasing buffaloes are all 
that are needed to complete the wild hunting 
scenes Of the Bowery.

TO LOWER BOATS QUICKLY. 

Walter Hart of 12 UCostlandt-street has on 
exhibition a device for raising and lowering 
boats at sea by which, it is claimed, one man 
can handle a boat of any weight. The principle 
on which the ropes holding up the bow and 
stern of the boat respectively are handled is a 
disk clutch on a revolving cylinder; but the 
two corrugated disks erie 3 each rope are not 
placed on the cylinder at the same angle to its 
axis. In fact, the angle of one of them ean be 
altered at will, It follows that a repe held 
firmly on the lower side of the drum p i out 
freely at the top, and this is the original feat- 
ure of Mr. Hart’s invention.

PAY UP, OFFIOH HOLDERS. 


THE REPUBLICAN STATE COMMITTEER’S 
COLLECTOR AT WORK. 


Under date of Oct. 18, 1889, the Republican 
State Committee has issued an appeal for con- 
tributions “toward defraying the legitimate 
and necessary expenses of the important cam- 
paign now in progress.” The circular is marked 
confidential and bears the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
headquarters stamp, including the names of 
John N. Knapp, Chairman; Frank 8. Smith, Sec- 
retary, and 8. V. White, Treasurer. The author 
or authors of the appeal have evidently passed 
the hat before. It is personal, direct, polite, 
and explicit. “Dear Sir:” begins the letter, 
“The Republican State Committee respectrully 
invites from you such contributions as you may 
be willing to make,” &o. 

The Saratoga platform is extolled as “all 
that is sound and good in the political life of 
our State.’’ The claim is made that there are 
700,000 Republicans in the State, and ‘“ we 
invoke such material aid as will enable this 
committee to conduct the campaign in a man- 
ner to secure their attendance at the poils 
on the 5th prox.” It 18 stated that checks 
may be drawn to the order of the committee 
and mailed to headquarters, or amounts may 
be paid to John W. Wilson, Room 30 21 Park- 
row, “ where receipts will be given.” 

Tne John W. Wilson mentioned took up his 
station on the third floor of the Barnes building 
Thursday, adesk in the Office of Drake’s Maga- 
gine having been secured for him. He had his 
pame printed in black on white cards, and con- 
spicuously posted in the hall so that callers 
might eusily find the way tothe hat. Mr. Wil- 
son sat complacently in a chair yesterday 
afternoon, waiting, like patience on the monu- 
Ment. “Idonot see,’ he said in reply to a 
question, “ how this letter is a violation of the 
spirit of the civil service law. There is no de- 
mand for money; merely a request. You can’t 
Tun acampaign without money. If [ werea 
Government employe I should feel like chip- 
ping in when election came around. I have 
been doing the State Committee’s stenographic 
work, The letter was sept out from hesd- 
quarters and this office was opened for the con- 
venience of down-town contributors. There is 
no bulldozing, no intimidation; if a Republican 
doesn’t give voluntarily we can’t compel him, 
Oftice holders have no cause to fear.” 

Mr. Wilson said that he had received some 
donations, but he said it in such a way as to con- 
vey the impreseion that he was anxious for more. 
He remains at his post from 10 A, M, till 5 P. 
M. daily. Post Office employes have a linger- 
ing impression that the hat was placed in Park- 
row for their particular *‘ convenience.” 





TRYING A NEW ROUTE. 


THE EXPERIMENT OF LANDING PASSEN- 
GERS AT MILFORD HAVEN, 


The cable dispatch printed in yesterday’s 
TIMES saying that the Anchor Line steamship 
City of Rome had put into the harbor of Milford 
Haven on Thursday afternoon and there trans- 
ferred to a tender thirty of her London-bound 
Passengers aroused a good deal of interest 
among shipping people here yesterday. It is 
well known that Milford Haven is the proposed 
eastern terminus of the new line of ocean steam- 
ships which has been spoken of as sovn to be 


established by American capitalists, and which 
is to have its westernendin the neighborhood 
of Montauk Point. 

At the Anchor Line office in this city nothing 
was known asto the purport of the City of 
Rome’s stopping at Milford Haven beyond the 
fact that the steamer had on board a number of 
P. T. Barnum’s circus company who wished to 
get to London as speedily as possible. The 
steamer arrived off Milford Haven at 5:28 P, 
M. The thirty passengers were landed by 8:30, 
took train by 10:20, and arrived at London at 
4:35 yesterday morning. Itis doubtful if they 
could have lett Liverpool for London until a 
later hour than 5:35 A. M. had they remained 
on the ship. 

Said a steamship agent yesterday: ‘“‘ Whether 
this attempt to shorten the route to London 
will be followed by others by the same com- 

any, or by any of the older lines, I cannot say. 
This event demonstrates, however, that the 
project of the American line is certainly 
feasible. Itis probable that closer rail connec- 
tion could be made, and that the three hundred 
miles or so between Milford and Londen could 
be made in much faster time by express trains. 
To these considerations must be added the 
INagnificent facilities offered by the Miul- 
ford Haven harbor, as wel as the 
fact that much of the most. difficult 
and objectionable portion of the channel navi- 
gation would be avoided by making it the ter- 
minus. The harbor is formed by a deep, land- 
locked inlet on the western coast of South 
Wales, in the county of Pembroke. The ap- 
proach to it is very easy and vessels can get out 
without difficulty, even in.the face of head 
winds.” 

The trip of the City of Rome was her final one 
for the season, and consequently no indication 
of an immediate change on the part of the 
Anchor Line can be drawn from her touching at 
Milford Haven. There is a general feeling, 
however, that the route will be tried again. 





IN NEW QUARTERS. 


THE NEIGHBORHOOD GUILD AND THE 
WORKK IT IS DOING. 


Ahappy company was present at the house 
warming of the Neighborhood @uild at 147 For- 
syth-street, last night. Hitherto the guild bas 
met in abasement, but nowit has secured a 
three-story house with plenty of room in it. 
While the young people were enjoying some 
tableaux down stairs Mr. Charles B. Stover 
called the elder people together and made a 
short speech. Others also joined in words of 


congratulation upon the guild’s taking pos- 
session of a new home. 

There is a kindergarten connected with the 
institution, a boys’ club, a girls’ club, and clubs 
for young men and women. Theclubds meet 
twice a week and get instruction and recrea- 
tion. There are a gymnasium and a savings 
bank. Debates are held on labor, social and 
political questions, and musical and theatrical 
entertainments are given. To show the need 
of such a guild the managers only have to give 
afew statistics about the neighborhood. Itis 
in the notorious Eighth Assembly Distriet, 
where youn men are drought up in the worst 
kind of politics. The police precinct in which 
it is located furnished 7,655 arrests in 1887, or 
nearly oné-tenth of the arrests made in the 
city. The district furnishes about 1,080,000 
cheap lodgings ina yearand has a saloon to 
every 135 people. ‘ 

The guild is trying to build up a more healthy 
feeling among the young and by instruction 
and example to show that there is a better life 
to be had. The Executive Committee is striv- 
ing to make the guild eget | dua ed and hopes 
s00n to accomplish that resu Those who are 
interested in the work may become members of 
the Guild by paying $5 ayear. ‘he guild is in- 
dorsed by Prof. J. W. Burgess, Bishop Potter, 
Miss Grace H. Dodge, Prof. Felix Adler, Judge 
Hoadly, Horace White, and Mrs. Henry 
Villard. Mr. Charles B. Stover is Chairman of 
the guild.

MANY AMERICAN BREWERIES STILL OUT 
OF BRITISH CONTROL, 


A. EJ. Tovey of the Brewers’ Journal saia 
yesterday that the three lager beer breweries of 
Indianapolis, Ind, had just been sold out to 
English capitalists for about $2,500,000. Mr. 
Tovey has just returned from a business 
trip. to England. He says he found that 
the disposition to invest in securities of 
American brewery properties is flagging in 
England, and that within the last few 
months the brewery purchase boom has 
very considerably diminished.. The cause is 
revealed in the unwillingness of the companies 
tnat have hitherto been the actual purchasers 


to give the prices they have formerly paid for 
such properties, and in the large volume of 
American securities now in the hands of these. 
concerns, 

In addition to this, some of the purchases 
have not proved as remunerative as the pub- 
lio was led to believe, and underwriters—as 
the men who guarantee the purchases are 
called—find themselves overloaded with stock 
which investors have failed to take up. One 
of the concerns finds itself with 64 per cent. 
of the securities issued left on its hands. 

The opening of the London financial season 
will probably be the signal for the resumption 
of the effort te boom American breweries, 
under cover of which activity the present 
owners of the surplus securities will endeavor 
to find a market for their holdings. Mr. Tovey 
further says that the disastrous defeats that 
prohibition has eufrered at the poils have in- 
spired brewers with increased confidence in the 
stability of their business and the value of 
their properties. 

The number of American breweries sold to 
British financial companies and private invest- 
ors, and the capital they represent, have been 
greatly exaggerated. he number disposed of 
is really only about thirty, and the amount of 
British capital invested in these properties, de- 
ducting the one-third held by the original own- 
ers, reaches, in round figures. only $28,000,000. 
Many brewers are willing to sell provided they 
cau obtain the price they ask for their proper- 
ties,but very few of the options they have given 
will result in sales, Rumors of the sale of St. 
Paul breweries have not been contirmed.

Another defeat was cut out for the ever 
‘‘wicked Frederick 8. Gibbs” by the anti- 
machine Republicans of the Thirteenth As- 
sembly District last hight. As devoted to party 
as any honest body of men can be expected to 
be, as they clearly demonstrated a year ago, 
when, at the dictation of the national machine, 
they sunk their antipathies to Gibbs for the 
party’s sake, they declared their superior al- 
legiance to the cause of honest government 
and untainted politics, and as a protest against 
Gibbs and his faction put Lincoln W. McLeod in 
nomination for Assemblyman and Alderman 
James A. Cowie in nomination for re-election. 

There were fully four hundred men of the 
Thirteenth District in the Grand Opera House 
hall last night, all enthusiastically intent upon 
administering to the Gibbs faction the same 
bitter dose that they did two years ago. The 
fight of two years ago resulted in the election 
of a Democrat, and thatis a contingency that 
the Thirteenth Assembly District publican 
Association knew they had again to face by 
their action of last night, but much as they 
would deplore suoh a result, they preferred it 
to allowing themselves to be burdened with the 
responsibility for Gibbs. This was the senti- 
ment expressed by Henry L. Sprague, 
who presided, and whom the  meet- 
ing wanted to nominate for Assembly- 
man. Messrs. C. T. Polhemus, ex-Congressman 
Winch and James A. Winant, who made the 
nominating speeches, were likewise determined 
in their expressions, and the entire crowd, as 
if bent upon the single purpose of knocking out 
the machine, responded to these sentiments 
with hearty cheers and made the nominations 
unanimous by rising votes. Both candidates 
were brought in and accepted their nomina- 
tions in speeches in which they expressed con- 
fidence in their own prospects of election. 

A meeting for the ratitication of the rest of 
the Republican (Citizens’) ticket, and of Mco- 
Leod for Assemblyman and Cowle for Alder- 
man, will be Leld at the Grand Opera House 
hall next Friday evening. 





CANDIDATES’ ASSESSMENTS. 


THEY ARE FREQUENTLY MORE THAN 
DOUBLE THE SALARY OF THE OFFICE. 


The question of political assessment this Fall 
is one that in view of the complexity of the 
situation is embarrassing to the candidate of re- 
stricted resources. No man can expect a nom- 


ination in this town without paying a heavy as- 
sessment. The tigures run as low as $5 for an 
election district, and as high as $35. 

The assessment of the average Democratic 
candidate for Alderman is $3,000 and for 
member of Assembly from $2,500 to $3,500, 
or twice as much as the salary. When the 
cost of campaigning is considered, and the ex- 
pense of living in Albany, the luxury of run- 
ning two establishments, one at the capital and 
one at home, aud the neglect of business, it will 
be seen that the average member from New- 
York must rely upon outside perquisites to 
make up his political assessment, leaving aside 
totally his living and other expenses. 

The ordinary candidate is seldom at a loss to 
find men who will pay their assessment cheer- 
fully and with alacrity. These favors are done 
with but one object—to contro! the candidate if 
possible. There are candidates whose assess- 
ments are paid for them by financial institu- 
tions, and there have been instances of recent 
history where Senatorial candidates have been 
relieved of the burden of all their elec- 
tion expenses, assessment included, by maltsters 
and brewers. This question of assessments is 
never discussed for publication by the men or 
leaders who select candidates, but its impor- 
tance 1s recognized at a glance.

MOORE DECLARES THAT HIS 
GUILT IS BEYOND DOUBT. 


A great crowd of people flocked to the Ses- 
sions Court in Brooklyn yesterday to hear 
Charles McElvaine, the convicted murderer 
of Grocer Luca, sentenced to death. In the 
court room were the boy’s aged father and 
mother and his sister. The prisoner had lost 
the confident air which he maintained during 
the trial, and his face was flushed with excite- 
ment. His counsel, ex-Judge Curtis, applied ror 
@ new trial on the exceptions taken during the 


old one and on the ground that there is no pen- 
alty for murder now prescribed by the laws of 
this State. This involved the supposition that 
the electrical execution law was unconstitu- 
tional and Judge Moore denied the motion. 
Then he addressed the prisoner. After recail- 
ing the tacts of the crime he said: 

“In the course of all my loug experience at 
the bar and on the bench I[ never saw a case 80 
free from a reasonable doubt. The defense was 
insanity, but it had no real or substantial 
foundation. You were as responsible for the 
crime you committed as any man ever was for 
the killing of his fellow-man.” 

The Court then ordered that McElvaine be 
taxen to Sing Sing within ten days and there 
put to death “in the manner prescribed by 
jaw” during the week beginning Dec. 9. 

The case will be appealed at once. 


THE CORPORATIONS CONTRIBUTE. 

Men who have been hanging around political 
headquarters for years are of the opinion that 
thus far very little money has been spent by 
the two State committees. The Republicans 
are relying more upon popular and patriotic 
subscriptions and incidentally the office hold- 


ers. They have not the vast resources of a 
Presidential campaign. Many corporations, 
however, have ber, agp into the Republican 
campaign fund on the certainty that this party 
will control the next Legislature, and for the 
purpose, of course, of holding the support of 
the party if favorable legislation is required, 
and of using it against hostile legislation. Re- 
ports from the country districts all agree that 
not much money has appeared. In a weenk’s 
time, however, these reports May be completely 
changed.
